MANILA, Feb. 9, 11 a.m.—[By Asi- 
atic The Filipinos at Ca'oo- 
can opened fire Inst evening fast 
before midnight upon the Kansas 
outposts on the extreme left of the 
American line. They maintained a 
fusillinde of musketry, supplemented 


by an occasional “aot from two biz 


uns,for abeut twenty minutes. The 
Americans did not reply. 

The enemy fired at long range 
and nobody was hurt. All was quiet 
along the rest of the line and there 
was no change in the American po- 
sition during the night. 

The First Wyoming Infantry re- 
lieved the Twenty-third Infantry at 
the waterworks yesterday, the lat- 
ter returning to provost guard duty 
in the city, which is gradually re- 
suming its normal appearance. 

The Tennessecan’s have just sailed 
for Iloilo on. the St. Paul. Brig.- 
Gen. Miller’s force now consists of 
Rattery G, the Sixth and Eighteenth 
regular infantry regiments and half 
a signal company, with the Balti- 
more, Boston and Petrel. 

AGUINALDO HEDGES, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. S.—The War 
Department today received the fol- 
lowing dispatch: 

“MANILA, Feb. 8.—The situation is 
rapidly improving. A _ reconnois- 
sance was made yesterday to the 
south several miles, to Lagunaz Bay, 
then to the southeast eight miles, 
driving the straggling insurgent 
troops in various directions, and 
encountering no decided opposition, 
The insurgent army is disintegrated 
and the natives are returning toa 
the villages, displaying white flags. 

“Near Caloocan, six miles north, 
the enemy made a stand behind en- 
trenchments, and were charged by 
the Kansas troops, led by Col. Funs- 
ton. A close encounter followed re- 
sulting in the rout of the enemy 
with heavy loss. The loss to the 
Kansans was Lieut. Alford killed, 
and six men wounded. 

“On the 4th, Aguinaldo issued a 
proclamation charging the Ameri- 
cans with the initiative and de- 
clared war, Sunday he issued an- 
other, calling on all to i resist 
foreign invasion. His influence 
throughout this section is destroyed, 
and he now applies for a cessation 
of hostilities, and a conference. I 
have declined to answer. 

“The insurgents’ expectation of an 
uprising in the city on the night of 
the 4th was unrealized. The pro- 
vost marshal-general, with an ad- 
mirable disposition of the troops, 
defeated every attempt. The city is 
quiet, business has resumed, and the 
natives are respectful and cheerful, 
The fighting qualities of the Ameri- 
can troops are a revelation to all 
the inhabitants,

CAPTURE AGUINALDO. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.)

ILOILO WILL BE TAKEN, 


Important News Expected at 
War Department. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
NEW YORK, Feb. 8&.—[FExclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun's Washington spe- 
cial says that important news is ex- 
pected at the War Department from 
lloilo, and while the character of the 
advices received from Gen. Otis, on 
which the officials base their antici- 
pation of some stirring occurrenccs 
there, has not been disclosed, it is re- 
garded as certain that the surrender 
of the place is to be demanded, end if 
the demand is refused the troops and 
warships will attack the town and its 
defenses. No instructions on the sub- 
ject have been sent to Gen. Otis, and 
whatever action he takes will be en- 
tirely on his own aceount, without 
consultation with or suggestion from 
the government.

Press dispatches report the runboat 
Concord as having participated in the 
engagement at Manila on Sunday, but 
it was supposed at the Navy Depart- 
ment that she was with the Baltimore 
and Petrel. 

On Monday Admiral Dewey 
graphed that he had sent the cruiser 
Boston to Iloilo to relieve the Balti- 
more, which was to return to Manila. 
She should be there row, so that the 
Baltimore has probably started back.

MOST “ACCEPTABLE NEWS. 


Aguinaldo Realizes His Mistake ant | 


Rebellion May Terminate. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—There was 
an almost complete release today of 
the tension under which the rapid oc- 
currence of events in the Philippines 
have held the officials of the adminis- 
tration since the first startling news 
from Manila on Saturday night. This 
was brought about through the receipt 
of a bulletin from Gen. Otis summing 
up the latest results of the fighting he 
has had with the natives. 

The statement that Aguinaldo’s in- 
fluence has been destroyed and that 
the Filipino leader was seeking for a 
cessation of hostilities, and for a con- 
ference was most acceptable, and was 
interpreted as an admission that he 
had realized his terrible mistake: It 
is entirely improbable that he will be 
able to obtain anything like the same 
terms as were possible last week. No 
one here now knows just what Gen. 
Otis intends to impose in the way of 
terms. 

Secretary Alger this afternoon re- 
peated his statement of yesterday that 
he had given the General no instruc- 
tions since the battle, and saw no rea- 
son for giving any. He realized, he 
said, that Gen. Otis, being on _ the 
ground, and having proved his fitness, 
was in better position to deal with the 
situation than any one in Washington. 
Should the general ask permission, 
therefore, to do anything, he avould 
be granted permission immediately. 

“Should he ask for instructions © on 
any point,’’ said Secretary Alger, “he 
— be told to exercise his own discre- 
tion.”’ 

In this view of the case, it will be 
seen that no one here can at present 
tell hoaww Gen. Otis was dealing toward 
Aguinaldo’s application. But the opin- 
ion is expressed by men here who knoa 
Gen. Otis’s experience with the In- 
dians, that he will make the laying 
down of arms the condition of dealing 
with the insurgents at all, and if that 
condition is met of course it will mean 
a speedy termination of the rebellion. 


QUIET, AND ALL IS WELL, 


Americans in Absolute Control of 
the Situation at Manila. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 
MANILA, Feb. 8.—[By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.] Last evening as the Filipinos at 
Caloocan were evidently massing for 
a night attack upon the American left 
wing, the Twentieth Kansas Infantry 
was ordered to attack and drive the 
sharpshooters from a bamboo jungle in 
front of the firing line, where they had 
caused considerable annoyance all the 
afternoon. The battalion charged 
brilliantly, driving the enemy l'ke chaff 
and penetrating to the very heart of 
Caloocan.

SACRAMENTO, Fe. 8.—[Fx-:lusive 
D'spatch.] News has reached here 
which has considerab'e bearing on 
Bulla’s fight for the Sen2toczship. It is 
to the effect that a big Los Angi les 
delegation is coming here to effect a 
change of the Bulla men’s vct2s to a 
new candidate, and that th> ‘at er is 
none other than J. S. Slauson, the al- 
leged head of Bulla’s toom bureau in 
Los Angeles, who has nevéef been ac- 
cused of not having clos? relations 
with the Espee. . 

This bit of horseplay is credited to 
various reople, and one of those sus- 
pected of having helped it along is 
Senator Currier, though th> only ex- 
cuse apparent why Currier should be 
connected with the story is that he 
made a trip to Les Angeles last week, 
and the story 


about Slauson has 
sprung since his return. 
WHAT WAS EXPECTED. 
It has always been exrected that 


when Bulla’s forces should d-cive t» 
leave him the majeri y would gz» to 
Grant, but if a new candidate from 
Southern Ca‘ifornia should le injected 
into the field, especially if backed by 
such powerful influence as that cf tlhe 
Southern Pacific Compan~; and 
cated by organizations and indivia- 
uals in Los Angeles county which 
have leanings toward the Southern Pa- 
cific, members of the delegation wou'd 
have excuse for not going to Grant. if 
they desired to. Me 

O course such a movement would 
not be really in the interest eof a Sena- 
tor from the south, and would not be 
intended as such. Its sole purpose avd 
effect would he to ke>p Los Angel-s 
county a stumbling block in the way o* 
a Senator from the south, which tke 
railroad does not desire if it can ‘help 
itself, and give Grant an opponent 
from that quarter. who could b> lent 
more votes from the north than Bulla 
can borrow, at the same time ceiving 
the railroad two stones between 
which to ervsh the opposition. 

The appearance of George L. Arnold 
and Hervey Lindley here tenight is 
taken as an indicat’on that the story 
is correct, but Melick says he h°s 
heard of no such movement. and that 
no influences in Southern Californ'a 
could pull him to a cand‘date whom fe 
could not approve. even if the pre- 
tense of helping a Southern California 
Senator were urged. In this conne-- 
tion Melick said he did not believe 
Bulla’s own wishes could influence all 
the members of the delegation in a 


direction opposed to their own views. | 
mons.

COUNTY SALARY SCHEDULE. 

Melick said he had heard that a dele- 
gation was coming here to attack the 
salary schedule of the County Gov- 
ernment Bill; and he apprehended dif- 
ficulty in getting the bill through the 
Senate. If Bulla, Simpson or Currier 
should undertake to defeat the salary 
schedule in the Senate they would be 
acting in bad faith toward the rest of 
the delegation, in view of the resolu- 
tion adopted that no changes should be 
made in the schedule without the con- 
sent of six of the nine members. Of 
course, the point could be gotten around 
by voting against the entire bill, and, 
in fact, there are a number of sheriffs 
present from various counties who are 
said to be banded together for that very 
purpose. 

If the bill should be beaten, the pres- 
ent law, which fixes the salaries of the 
heads of Los Angeles county officers at 


$3600, as against $3000 proposed by the 
delegations, would remain in effect. It 
remains with the people of the county 
themselves to instruct these members 
to vote for the bill as a whole, provided 
it is not otherwise objectionable. 
SHERIFF HAMMEL’S TRIP. 

Sheriff Billy Hammel made a flying 
trip today in regard to salaries in his 
office, and had a conference with Mil- 
ler and Valentine, but did not under- 
take to interview the whole delegation. 

t is not known what satisfaction he 
derived from his talk with the two 
members mentioned, but in the case 
of Valentine, at least, it is believed, he 
reveived no encouragement. 

The fact that the Senate committee 
last hight, on motion of Senator Cut- 
ter, knocked out the bill providing for 
the transfer of patients to insane asy- 
lums under the custodianship of a dep- 
uty sent from the asylum leaves the 
sheriffs of Los Angeles and other coun- 
ties in possession of a source of reve- 
nue of which they would otherwise 
have been deprived and this is consid- 
ered by some members to be ample for 
liammel. 

Valentine, Conrey, Miller, Melick and 
Currier of the delegation,. met this 
morning and “‘chewed the rag,” as one 
of them expressed it, to no purpose. 
They made no changes, and it is pretty 
well established that none will be made, 
unless in the cases of Public Admin- 
istrator and Surveyor, and these are 
extremely doubtful. 

It is said that the map work, which 
was supposed to have been nearly com- 
pleted, is not so, and that the delega- 
tion faces the proposition to either in- 
crease the Surveyor’s salary or give 
him another deputy. In addition to this 
the Assessor has made representations, 
it is said. of the need of the equivalent 
of one man’s work for sixteen months. 


SALARIES IN GENERAL. 


Conrey, speaking to the Times corre- 
spondent today on the general subject 
of the salary schedule, said that it was 
a mistake to suppose that because the 
members had all agreed in Los Angeles 
to a schedule for the heads of county 
offices, that they were satisfied with it. 

For his own part he did not favor a 
uniform rate, for some offices do’ more 
work than others. It costs $1,009,000 to 
run Los Angeles county, and the only 
way the peonle see to effect a saving 
on this expensive system was by cut- 
ting salaries. But he thought that to 
lop off $20,060 in this way was not the 
proper method of securing economical 
administration, and he had told some 
of those familiar with the machinery 
of government, that that was what 
needed investigation, and where a 
saving might be made. He did not 
think. however, that a reduction in the 
number of courts would be the right 
way to go about it. 

The County Government Committee 
has Grove L. Johnson to contend with, 
for he wants the amendment reducing 
the sheep licence to 2 cents to stand, 
and he thinks a combination to beat 
the bill in the Senate is being formed, 
so-he suggested a separate bill, but 
it is more likely that the committee 
will make the various amendments re- 
ceived the ground work for the only 
substitute bill that will be presented. 


GREEN COMMITTEE NAMED. 


Returning to the Senatorial situation, 
there is little really new in the situa- 
tion. The old crop of rumors has been 
added to by few new ones, but chief 
interest attaches to the disposal of the 
Green contempt case. There was some 
talk of Green appearing before the 
House tomorrow instead of Friday, the 
day fixed by the Assembly, but there 
is evidently no ground for it, for the 
House would scarcely take the matter 
up out of order, inasmuch as a joint 
select committee has been appointed by 
the speaker to inquire into Green’s con- 
dition. 

This committee is composed of As- 
semblymen Pelshaw, (chairman;) 
Works and Boone, and Drs. G. L. Sim- 


win. all of Sacramento. Simmons, 
though a young man, is one of the best 
known in the city, and Wiard is a 
member of the Board of Health. Bald- 
win is not so well known. 


GRANT PROSPECTS. 


Senator Stratton and Assemblyman 
Knowland, Barnes supporters, are 
credited with the intention of breaking 
away to Bulla as a prelude to going 
somewhere else, and it is expected that 
they will eventually come to Grant. 

Tim Sullivan, the old-time railroad 
lobbyist, is here from San Francisco. 
He is avowedly anti-Burns, and is 
said to control four votes, which he is 
willing to cast to Scott. The latter 
seems extremely cheerful, while Gen. 
Barnes, whose expenses here are some-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—SENATE.— 
‘A bill granting a tract of 160 acres of 
land to the Mayor of Victor, El Paso 
county, Colo., at $125 per acre, for city 
purposes, was passed at the opening of 
today’s session of the Senate. 

Mr. Ledge of Massachusetts reported 
from the Committee on Printing a 
joint resolution appropriating $4200 for 
the publication of maps and texts of 
the geological surveys made last sum- 
mer in Alaska by the survey, and 
asked for immediate consideration. The 
request precipitated a lively discussion, 
in which Mr. Wolcott of Colorado, 
criticised the appropriation. The reso- 
lution was adopted. 

Mr. Ross of Vermont gave notice that 
he would ask the Senate to pay its 
tribute to the late Senator Morrill on 
February 22, immediately after the 
reading of Washington's farewell ad- 
dress. A bill was passed to restore pen- 
sions to soldiers who had forfeited 
them by enlistment in the war with 
Spain. 

Mr. Pettigrew of South Dakota pre- 
sented as an amendment to the bill his 
measure for the restoration to the 
Sisseton and Wahpeton bands of Sioux 
Indians of their annuities. This ques- 
tion has been before the Senate for 
several years. Mr. Allison made a 
point of order against the amendment 
that it was new legislation, and had no 
place in the Appropriation Bill. In dis- 
cussing the point of order Mr. Petti- 
erew made a strong appeal to the 
Senate to carry out its agreement with 
the Indians. He declared that if an 
equal number of white citizens had 
been treated as cruelly and heartlessly 
as these Indians have been by Con- 
gress, it would have aroused the indig- 
nation of the world. 

Mr. Allen advocated the amendment. 

Mr. Davis urged the acceptance of 
the amendment.. He had not the 
slightest doubt after careful investiga- 
tion of its entire justice. 

Mr. Allison said that while he was 
willing at any time to debate the ques- 
tion, it was clearly a matter of new 
jJegislation, and he must insist upon 
the point of order. The point of order 
was sustained. The bill was then 
passed. 

Mr. Cullom called up the Legisaltive, 
Executive and Judicial Appropriation 
Bill, and its consideration was begun. 
The bill as reported to the Senate car. 
ries appropriations of $23,400,000, an in- 
crease of $171,040 over the amount as 
it passed the House. 

After completing twenty-four pages 
of the bill, except the paragraph relat- 
ing to the right of copyright, the bill 
was laid aside.

NO COURT OF INQUIRY FOR MILES. 


Too Warm for Alger—President is 
Awake to the Sitnation. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—[Exclusive 
A gentleman very deeply 
interested in the case of Gen. Miles, 
and who has been today in consultation 
with Miles regarding his promised court 
of inquiry for the statement he gave 
out at New York last week, made a 
queer announcement to the Times cor- 
-respondent tonight. 

This gentleman said: “If I were writ- 
ing about the case of Gen. Miles for 
publication I should say emphatically 
that there would be no court of in- 
quiry, and I would give this reason: 
Secretary Alger has found Miles too 
warm a potato to handle with comfort 
in this instance. My firm belief is that 
the last has been heard of Miles’s case. 
I believe President McKinley will allow 
the matter to drop without further 
action and there will be no court of 
inquiry unless Miles himself demands 
it, which he is not likely to do because 
he has no reason for such action. 

“Further, my convietion is that Presi- 
dent McKinley has reached the con- 
clusion that Gen. Miles is right in the 
beef controversy, that the government 
really was imposed upon by the beef 
contractors and that the President will 
sever the relations of the government 
with these contractors. The President 
has been misled by Alger, and he has 
awakened to the true state of affairs. 
My opinion is that Miles stands better 
at the White House today than does 
Alger.”’ 

This interview ought not to lose its 
force because the name of the man in- 
terviewed ‘is not given. He _ stands 
closer to Gen. Miles in this case than 
any other man with one exception, and 
that exception is John Sherman. 


EAGAN WANTS TO BE RETIRED. 


Desires to Come to Hia California 
Ranch, Out of Public View. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Gen. Eagan, who has just 
been suspended from rank and duty by 
the President, after having been found 
guilty by court-martial, will within a 
few days ask to be retired from the 
army. 

Under the suspension, Gen. Bagan 
would receive $5500 per year; under 
retirement he will receive about $1400 
per year less than that. Gen. Eagan’s 
purpose in asking to be retired is that 
he desires to drop entirely out of pub- 
lic view, return to his ranch in Cali- 
fornia and never again be heard from 
in army circles or Washington. 

INTERESTING FACTOR. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—An _ inter- 
esting factor in connection with Gen. 
Eagan’s suspension in «he army was 
developed today on inquiry at the 
War Department. Although Gen. Eagan 
has been suspended without rank or 
duty, he is still commissary-general of 
the army, drawing pay for that posi- 
tion, and there is no way in which he 
can be discharged until he is retired. 

Unlike the navy, in which branch of 
the service staff appointments are 
made for a term of four years, at the 
end of which time the incumbent may 
be changed or reappointed, in the army 
the appointment is for the remaining 
term of service. 

Gen. Eagan is still in Washington 
and the acting commissary-general, 
Col. John Weston, is in New York, 
never having been able to take his place 
in Washington.

COMMISSION’S LABORS END. 


Beef Considered in the Light of 
Emergency Ration. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—The War 
Investigating Committee has now com- 
pleted its labors, and its report will be 
in the hands of the President tomor- 
row. The committee held a session 
today that extended well into the af- 
ternoon, going over details. Tomor- 
row the members of the commission 
will meet at their offices, formally at- 
tach their signatures to the formal doc- 
uments and proceed, in a body to the 
Executive Mansion, informing the 
President that they have completed 
their mission and present their report. 
The commission then will cease to 
exist. The commission’s quarters will 
be vacated immediately, and will be 
taken possession of by Gen. Kennedy 
and Maj. Watkins, who hold the newly 
created office of advisers to the War 

Department, on colonial affairs. 

The report of the War Investigating 
Commission is a voluminous publica- 
tion of 150 printed pages. The report 
makes an important feature of the beef 
issue, and dismisses as a general prop- 
osition the charges that have been 
made against the beef furnished the 
army. It finds, it is understood, that 
most of the beef was such as could 
be properly furnished as an emergency 
ration, pointing out that the evidence 
shows that it never was intended to 
be anything but an emergency ration. 

It says there were only tao witnesses 
who really testified against the heef, 
Gen. Miles and Maj. Daly, the chief 
surgeon who made the report for- 
warded to the commission by Gen. 
Miles, which was regarded as the most 


| 


sensational. 


' As to the testimony of 


these witnesses, the committee goes on 
to point out the mass of evidence sub- 
mitted to the contrary as offsetting 
this testimony. 

As to such of the canned beef as was 
found to be objectionable, the commis- 
sion points out the effect of the tropi- 
cal climate in producing liquifaction of 
the fat in the meat, and the consequent 
rendering of the contents unpalatable. 
Most of the beef, though, is found to 
have been satisfactory for emergency 
use, where fresh beef or beef on the 
hoof could not be procured. The 
strictures of Gen. Miles, made public 
on the beef, and his public expressions 
in other ways, it is understood, are 
subjected to severe criticism. The 
methods and manner of loading the 
transports in Gen. Shafter’s Cuban ex- 
pedition are also discussed and respon- 
sibility nlaced for the results. 

The reports find that the statements 
of chemical treatment made by Gen. 
Miles, on the authority of Maj. Daly, 
are not borne out by the chemical ex- 
perts who were placed on the stand. 
It is quoted from Maj. Daly’s testimony 
and then takes up the testimony of 
Chemists Clark and Bigelow, who ex- 
amined analyses of the beef submitted 
and found that as a chemical expert. 
Maj. Daly is not supported by other 
chemical authorities, and that thare- 
fore his testimony is regarded os tet 
worthy of credence. 

There are also said to be some rec- 
ommendations as to the organization 
of certain branches of the army, but 
it is stated that the recommendations 
are not radical. As to the adminis- 
tration and the conduct of the war. the 
conclusions are understood to be that 
everything possible was done by the 
department in the limited time it had 
at its command in making its prepara- 
tions for the war, and the report says 
that the conduct of the war not only 
worked out successfully, but in such 
a way as to be worthy of great com-. 
mendation. The report says that the 
evidence before the commission shows 
that Secretary Alger exercised proper 
diligence and supervision, and that his 
subordinates also were efficient, expe- 
rienced and faithful. The commission 
is a unit on its report, and there is no 
minority report. 

At the outset the commission divided 
itself into subcommittees for the Sep- 
arate consideration of designated 
branches of the main sub‘ect of ‘in- 
quiry. The sub-reports will be added 


to the principal statement of conelue 
sions. . 


WHAT IT WILL CONTAIN. 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK Feb. 8.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
President McKinley will receive by 
Thursday, the War Investigating Com- 
mission’s report on the conduct of the 
war. The commission has _ directly 
criticised the Secretary of War for 
lack of firmness in his administration 
of the War Department. 

No specific illustration of the Secre- 
tary’s weakness is given by the com- 
mission, but, through its reports the 
evidence of this fault of the Secretary 
will be found, particularly in the mat- 
ter of his relations with Maj.-Gen. 
Miles. The commission deter- 
mined not to dwell on matters of 
strategy, and for this reason, has left 
out all reference to the action of Gen. 
Miles in going to Santiago, of the Sec- 
retary’s permission for him to do so, 
and of his dispatch to Gen. Shafter 
that he was not to be supplanted in 
his command by the major-zgeneral 
commanding. 

It will be found Miles Is 
severely criticised, and the President 
will find ample material, from the 
standpoint of the commission, to take 
action against the major-general com. 
manding. 

The commission will devote an im- 
portant chapter of its report to Gen. 
Miles’ charges concerning the beef and 
meats generally furnished to the army, 
and will find that they are practically 
without foundation. 

It will report that the beef was not 
chemically prepared, that it was of 
good quality, and that the charges of 
the use of chemicals in the beef prob- 
ably grew out of the fact that four 
quarters of experimental beef was 
placed on board a transport at Tampa 
by Mr. Powell, inventor of a preserving 
process which he desired to test. 

This meat was thrown overboard by 
direction of Gen. Wood. No chemicals, 
according to the commission, were em- 
ployed in the preparation of the canned 
meat, but it will be found that the meat 
was unfit for use in the tropics, because 
the climatic conditions made it unappe- 
tizing in appearance, though it was 
perfectly good, except in those in- 
stances where the cans had been acci- 
dentally punctured or imperfectly sol- 
dered, thus allowing air to enter. 

Adtention will be called to the fact 
that of the thirteen officers whose re- 
ports Gen. Miles submitted as showing 
that the beef supplied to the Porto 
Rican army was bad, not one served on 
the island. It will also be shown that 
Gen. Miles was responsible for the se- 
lection of a number of camps at 
Chickamauga and Miami, and that this 
latter recommendation was adopted, 
notwithstanding the protest of the 
Secretary of War. 

According to the commission, ¢he 
primary trouble lies in the defective 
army organization. A recommendation 
will be made that the imspector-gen- 
eral’s department be radically reorgan- 
ized, and the report will sharply criti- 
cise Gen. Breckinridge for abdicating 
his office of inspector-general to ac- 
cept a commission as a major-general 
of volunteers. 

The Secretary of War will be cleared 
of responsibility for the transport hor- 
rors, but Col. C. F. Humphreys, now 
on Gen. Brooke’s staff, who had charge 
of the fitting out of the transports, and 
officers of the quartermaster’s depart- 
mem, in charge of them, will be held 
responsible. The conditions which ex- 
isted at Camp Thomas prior to its re- 
moval will be censured, and attention 
will be called to the fact that Maj.- 
Gen. Brooke was in command of the 
camp at the time. 


CLAIM NOT RECOGNIZED, 


Austrian Demand for 

Turned Down. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The State 
Department, after mature - considera- 
tion. has declined to recognize the claim 
of the Austro-Hungarian government 
for indemnity on account of the Hun- 
garian strikers killed by Sheriff Mar- 
tin’s posse at Hazleton, Pa., Septem- 
ber 10, 1897.

GEN. MILES’S SUGGESTION. 


Temporary Substitute Bill to Hold 
Army to Present Strength. 
[ASSOCIATED Press NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Gen. Miles 
was before the Senate Subcommittee on 
Military Affairs, which had the Army 
Reorganization Bill under considera- 
tion. He suggested that in view of the 
probability that the Reorganization 
Bill could not get through this ses- 
sion, a temporary substitute should be 
provided for the maintenance of the 
army on its present basis until the 
next session of Congress. 

Gen. Miles also made several recom- 
mendations bearing upon the general 
bill, but these were largely along the 
lines of suggestions made by him, 
which have already been given to the 
public. One of the recommendations 
which he repeated was for the organ- 
ization of the army upon the basis of 
one soldier for every 1000 of the popu. 
lation of the United States proper, and 
for every 500 of those occupying outside 
possessions. 

The subcommittee has practically 
abandoned all idea of wttempting to 
revive the grade of lieutenant-general 
of the army, because of the controver- 
sies existing among the officers of the 
army of high rank. 

Gen. Miles said that he had made a 
calculation showing that upon his estl- 
mate the army would number about 
75,000 men. He thought we should 
need a force of 25,000 in the 
pines, 15,000 in Cuba, and 5000 in Porto 
Rico. 


NO CONCLUSION REACHED. 


Question of Giving Canada a Sea- 
port in Alaska Unsettled, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NICTIT REVORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Despite re- 
ports to the contrary, no conclusion 
has been reached by the High Joint | 
Commission for giving Canada a sea- 
port or right-of-way sn or from th» 
Alaskan seacoast to the Canadian- 
Alaskan border line. Numerous tele- 
grams have been sent here to the mem. 
bers of the commission, and to others, 
citing reports that this government 
might agree to such a step, and pro- 


.testing against any such action. 


The question whether the Senate 
would ratify a treaty incorporating a 
provision for giving over any portion 
of our territory, save es involved in 
the straightening out of the boundary 
line, is giving rise to no end of dis- 
cussion. 

What the outcome of the whole ques- 
tion may be, cannot be outlined, for 
the reason that no final settlemert is 
yet in sight. The news of the action of 
the British Columbian Parliament in 
excluding aliens from unrestricted par- 
ticipation in the new gold fields, put- 
ting an effectual embargo on Ameri- 
cans coming over from Alaska, has 
created much interest, but it is pointed 
out significantly that this action 
might be intended for its effect on 
this side of the border line, through a 
possible repeal for some compensating 
concession. 


SMALL ARMS SUPPLY. 


Provisions for Big Daily Increase 
are to Be Made. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]}. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Provisions 
for increasing the supply of small arms 
to 2000 stands a day undoubtedly will 
be adopted in the Army Appropriation 
Bill. The matter was considered today 
by the Military Committee of the 
House, which is framing the bill, and 
Maj. Shaler of thevordnance depart- 
ment explained the proposed increase 
of facilities. At present the armory 
at Springfield, even on double appro- 
priation and double time, cannot supply 
small arms as fast as the army re- 
quires. 

The War Department’ therefore 
recommended an appropriation of 
$350,000 for the equipment of a small- 
arms plant at the Rock Island armory. 
The building and power are already 
there, and with the machinery and 
fixtures, the government output of 
small arms can be brought up to 2000 
stands a day and the demands of the 
service met. Although final action was 
not taken, there is little doubt the plan 


will be approved. Surgeon-General 
Sternberg and Gen. Greeley also were 
heard today on their respective 
branches. 


CUSTOMS OFFICERS HELD. 


Alaska Laws Do not Permit Con- 
voying Liquor. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
SKAGUAY, (Alaska,) Feb. 4, via 
Victoria, (B. C.,) Feb. 8—Two United 
States custom-house officers, P. M. 
Hoyt and Hector MacLean, while con- 
voying liquors from here to Log Cabin, 
were arrested at Log Cabin last’ Mon- 
day; charged with crossing into British 
Columbia while serving in an Official 
capacity. The two men were held 
prisoners for twenty-four hours, and 
were brought before Capt. Cartwright, 
acting magistrate, who, after telling 
them that it was a violation of the 
British Columbia law for American of- 
ficials to convoy goods through to Log 
Cabin, and that the boundary line was 
at the summit, and not at Log Cabin, 
released them. Capt. Cartwright fur- 
ther threatened to arrest every Ameri- 
can officer coming over the summit line 
while convoying liquors, and, if neces- 
sary, would place officers at the sum- 
mit to stop them. It is reported that 
the Canadian officials have decided to 
order the American officials, now sta- 
tioned at Log Cabin, to move across 
the summit.. This will greatly cripple 
the collection of American customs du- 
ties. Deputy Collector of Customs C. 
L. Andrews of Skaguay has written 
Peele, deputy collector of Canadian 
customs, that he would, hereafter, hold 
all liquors, and forbid any further con- 
voys, until the question of boundary 
was settled. He has also sent to 
Washington, and Sitka for instructions 
in the matter. ;

MILITARY CONVENTION. 


Its Sessions Opened Last Eveniug in 
an Appropriate Way. 
TASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

TAMPA (Fla.,) Feb. 8.—The Nationai 
Military Convention was called to order 
in the Casino this evening by Col. 
J. B. Anderson of Gov. Bloxham’s 
staff, chairman of the Committee on 
Arrangements. 

After the reading of the call, an ad- 
dress of welcome was delivered by 
Mayor Bowyer, which was responded 
to by Gen. Appleton of West Virginia. 
The address of welcome to delegates 
was also made by Gov. Bloxham. He 
said he hoped means would be taken 
by Congress to provide for the bring- 
ing up of the efficiency of the State 
troops to that of the regualr army. 

In welcoming the delegates from 
Mexico, he asked Gen. Vega to take 
back his thanks to Mexico’s worthy 
President. The Governor's welcome 
to the Toronto cadets was warm. He 
said that British soldiers had not set 
foot on Florida soil since 1812, but that 
their welcome was none the less cor- 
dial. His expression of “God Bless 
the British” brought forth tremendous 
applause. 

Capt. J. M. Andrews of Gov. Roose- 
velt’s staff responded to Gov. Blox- 
ham’s address. On motion Chairman 
Anderson appointed a Committee on 
Permanent Organization. The conven- 
tion then adjourned until tomorrow. 


WORK WILL CONTINUE. 


NOTHING CAN RETARD SAN PEDRO 
BREAKWATER CONSTRUCTION. 


Appearances Indicate That Appro- 
priation for Dredging Wilming- 
ton H-arbor Will Be Held Up. 
Pending Efforts of Barlow Will 
not Conflict With the General 
Moneys for the Contractors. 


[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Representative Barlow 
will tomorrow attempt to get his pro- 
posed appropriation of $500,000 for 
dredging the San Pedro inner harbor, 
or Wilmington Harbor, on the River 
and Harbor Bill in the Senate com- 
mittee. 

The mistaken and silly idea has been 
sent out that this appropriation’s fail- 
ure to get through the House was death 
to the San Pedro Harbor, for which 
an appropriation of $400,000 for work 
during the coming year was made in 
the Sundry Civil Bill. 

The River and Harbor Bill has noth- 
ing to do with continuing contracts 
like this, and if there was mo River 
and Harbor Bill the San Pedr work. 
would go on under the Sundry Civil 
appropriation just the same. 

Mr. Barlow may succeed in getting 
this additional appropriation for dredg- 
ing the inner harbor, but appearances 
indicate othérwise. The Senate Com- 
mittee cannot be regarded as being 
favorable to the proposition, and the 
Republican leaders in the House shy 
at making an appropriation until the 
outer harbor is completed. 

Then, under able leadership, it will 
be possible to get an appropriation for 
dredging the inner harbor. But Mr. 
Barlow proposes to present the case 
in the best light, and get the appropria- 
tion if possible. Another thing dis- 
couraging about it is that appropria- 
tions are piling up so fast that the 
administration men are beginning to 
draw lines pretty sharply, and wonder 
in the world the money for 
everything is coming from, 


SPANISH MINISTER FORECAST. 


Duke d’Arcos, Who Will Be Accept- 
able, May Be Selected. 
[A. . EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
private information has been received 
that the Duke d’Arcos, formerly Span- 
ish Minister to Mexico, is likely to be 
designated by the Madrid government 
as its Minister to Washington, to ex- 
change the ratifications of the treaty 
of Paris. 

Duke d’Arcos would be thoroughly 
acceptable to the administration, not 
alone owing to his personal ability,’ but 
because of his alliance with an Amer. 
ican family—the Lowerys of Connecti- 
cut. Duchess d’Arcos, who is a daugh- 
ter of Archibald Lowery of Connecti- 
cut, was a society belle of Washington 
before her marriege. 

It is recalled that immediately after 
the departure of De Lome, Duke d’Ar- 
cos, and his wife, were visiting Wash- 
ington, and the Duke was afraid he 
would be. designated as Minister, a 
post he did not care to accept, be- 
cause of the impending war. His 
friends here say thet he would now 
be willing to return. He was secre- 
tary to the Spanish Legation here be- 
fore being transferred to Montevideo 
several years ago. 

A high official says that the Presi- 
dent has not considered the question 
of a successor to Gen. Woodford, as 
Minister to Spain, but he desires to 
send a representative to Madrid the 
moment the ratifications are ex- 
changed. 

The Spanish Cortes several months 
ago authorized the Queen Regent to, 
cede sovereignty over Cuba, Porto 
Rico, Guam and the Philippines, and 
the treaty did not necessarily have to 
be presented to the body, but Sagasta 
has determined to convoke the body, 
apparently, to secure a vote of confi- 
dence in the government, rather than 
for any other reason. It is hoped that 
the Madrid government will promptly 
settle the matter. 

Until the Spaniards act, the Filipinos 
will remain subjects of Spain, and, 
while this government will not be much 
embarrassed by the distinction, it can- 
not make _ representations to China, 
Great Britain and France, which 
would prevent the shipment of arms 
and ammunition from the Asiatic con- 
tinent. All that can be done is to ap- 
peal to the good will of these nations 
and rely upon the vigilance of the 
American men-of-war.

ARRANGING TO PAY CUBANS, 
Bankers Will Float a Loan to Settle 
Obligations to Them.

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Havana says that 
Gen. Brooke's advisory cabinet of 
Cubans is seeking indorsement for a 
plan of guaranteeing a fixed loan 
the complete settlement of the insur- 
gents’ pay. The proposition is to ap- 
point a committee of bankers and 
merchants to formulate the basis of a 
$7,000,000 loan, in addition to the  $3,- 
000.000 from the United States. This 
would be equivalent to one year’s full 
pay for the officers and: men. The 
American military authorities cannot 
gO beyond the action of Washington, 
but there is no limitations on what 
the Cuban assembly may pledge itself 
to do when an independent government 
is established. 

The insurgent leaders who threaten 
to oppose Gomez are becoming more 
moderate. Gomez will leave Remedios 
on Wednesday morning, and will give to 
the peorle of the country a chance to 
greet him. Great preparations are be- 
ing made everywhere for his reception. 

Little comment is made on the events 
in the Philippines. Where unfriendly 
sentiment toward the United States is 
shown, it is either from the Spanish 
classes, or from irreconcilable Cubans. 
The respect shown by the American 
authorities in reference to the memorial 
services for Calixto Garcia, has had an 
excellent effect. 

The railroad and dock laborers are 
striking for higher wages. Half a 
dozen of such strikes have occurred 
within the last two days, but no dis- 
order has followed. The strikers are 
asking for the restoration of wages to 
the amounts paid before the insurrec- 
tion. In some cases they also want 
payment in American money.

MALIETOA THE KING. 


CHIEF JUSTICE CHAMBERS HAS 
SO DECIDED. 


Rebels Who Attempt the Slaughter 
of Rovalists are Led by 
Officious Germans. 


—* 


SLEDGE HAMMER JUSTICE. 


AGREEMENT OF PROVISIONAL GOV- 
ERNMENT BROKEN, 


Wealthy Merchant Who Smashes the 
Windows in the Supreme Court 
Building is Fined and 
Sent to Jail. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 8.—The As- 
sociated Press correspondent at Apia, 
Samoa, has forwarded the decision of 
Chief Justice Chambers, awarding the 
kingship of the Samoan Islands to 
Malietoa Tanumafili, which decision 


caused the outbreak between the na- 
tives. 


The decision rehearses the thhistory of 
the appointment of Malietoa Laupepa, 
the late King of Samoa, who died in 
1898, and quotes that section of the Ber- 
lin treaty which stated that his suc- 
@essor shall be duly elected according 
to the laws and customs of Samoa. 

Justice Chambers’s decision that 
Mataafa is ineligible for the kingship 
was evidently due to the introduction 
of a copy of the Berlin treaty, together 
with the protocols of the nine sessions 
of the Berlin conference, as, in his de- 
cision, he says: 


“Reference was specially directed by 
counsel for the contestant, Malietoa 
Tanumafili, to page six of the docu- 
ment before referred to, on which is 
found the instructions of the Marquis 
of Salisbury to the British plenipoten- 
tiaries regarding the restrictions upon 
the liberty of choice of king; to page 42 
upon which is found the report of 
the committee in the form of govern- 
ment in which restrictions as to can- 
didates are suggested; to page 47, in 
the fifth session of the conference, 
when the subject of the election of a 
king was under discussion. Count Bis- 
marck consented to the principle of the 
election of a king, but did so upon the 
condition that one exception should be 
made in the person of Mataafa, on ac- 
count of the outrages committed by his 
people, and under his authority on 
dead and wounded German sailors lying 
on the field of action. In this connec- 
tion Sir E. Malet, senior plenipoten- 
tiary on behalf of Great Britain, voiced 
the sentiments of all the other pleni- 
potentiaries that the exception made by 
Count Bismarck was fair and reason- 
able, stating that his government would 
have probably entertained a similar 
objection had the like outrage been 
committed on British sailors. 

‘We have but to refer to the proto- 
cols to ascertain the undoubted and 
unequivocal intention of the framers 
ef the treaty. Not only is the inten- 
tion without doubt and unequivocal, 
but it is so plain as to be mandatory 
upon the interpreter. As the judicial 
officer nominated by the three signa- 
tory powers, agreed to and commis- 
sioned by the government of Samoa, 
and thus designated by them all to de- 
cide this question, and appealed to by 
the contestants, I cannot throw off the 
obligation to obey the plain and em- 
phatic declaration of the framers of 
the treaty, when they declare that one 
exception must be made among all 
the people of Samoa from eligibility 
to the kingship. It is plainly stated 
by one of the powers represented in the 
conference, as a condition precedent to 
its consent to the principle of the elec- 
tion of a King, that there must be one 
exception. That exception is men- 
tioned in the person of Mataafa. Rea- 
sons were given for making the excep- 
tion which not only commended them- 
selves to the other plenipotentiaries 
and commanded dheir assent, but ap- 
pealed to the highest instincts of uni- 
versal humanity. 

“As long as this condition remains 
in the protocol, and until it is stricken 
out or altered by the same powers 
that placed it there, a judicial officer 
whose right to exercise the functions 
of his office depends upon the same 
treaty and protocols, cannot give any 
mterpretation to article 1 than so mani- 
festly and mandatorily stated in the 
protocol of the fifth session of the con- 
ference. 

“It is, therefore decided that Mata- 
afa, because of his ineligibility, has 
not been rightfully elected or ap- 
pointed King of Samoa, conformably 
to the provisions of the Berlin treaty, 
it is therefore unnecessary to discuss, 
at this time, whether there has been 
a compliance with the laws and cus- 
toms of Samoa, not in conflict there- 
with, in connection with his alleged 
election. 

“It furthermore’ decided that 
Malietoa Tanumafili being the only 
candidate for the’ kingship’ eligible 
thereto, whose election has been re- 
ported to the .Chief Justice, and who 
is the contestant and claimant in this 
proceeding for the office, is elected 
King of Samoa, and this decision is 
made in writing conformably to the 
provisions of the Berlin act, and to 
the laws and customs of Samoa not in 
conflict therewith.

DETAILS OF THE APIAN WAR, . 


Life of Chief Justice Openly Threat- 
ened by Natives. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 8.—Steamer 
Moana arrived from Samoa today, 
bringing full details of the recent out- 
break at Apia, to the Associated Press, 
from its correspondent at that place. 
He writes that while Chief Justice 
Chambers was hearing the claims of 
the rival candidates for the kingship, 
the ._Mataafa natives, who were nu- 
merically stronger, were openly sup- 
ported by the German Officials, and that 
the entire German population began to 
talk of immediate war in case the deci- 
sion went against him, and the life of 
the Chief Justice was openly threat- 
ened by one of the chiefs. 

The three consuls agreed to issue a 
proclamation placing the Chief Jus- 
tice and his residence under the pro- 
tection of the treaty powers. 

For some reason the German Consul 
broke his word and declined to do so. 
The British and American consuls 
thereupon issued the proclamation and 
hoisted their national flags over the 
residence of the Chief Justice. 


DECISION MADE KNOWN. 


On December 31 the Chief Justice de- 
cided that Mataafa was ineligible for 
election, and that Malietoa Tanus was 
King. The American and British con- 
suls immediately recognized the new 
King. The decision was received with 
ominous silence by the natives. Within 
an hour the consuls, the President and 
the German and British captains held a 
meeting. The German Consul and the 
president declined to recognize Tanus 
and went over to Mataafa, who was 
waiting at Mulinuu, in the western 
portion of Apia, with 3000 men under 
arms, until he had surrounded the 


‘ Joyal troops, 1200 in number, who oc- 


rience 


-upied the central portion of the town. 
Fhe Malietoa men lacked arms and 
emmunition. 

In a few hours the rebel forces had 
urrounded the residence of the Chief 
justice, which was guarded by 200 
oyal natives, and Capt. Sturdy, of H. 
\..S. Porpoise, landed twenty-five sail- 
rs, under Lieut. Gauntz. The residence 
vas barricaded and the men stcod to 
irms all night, when the Chief Justice 
and family were taken down to the 
beach. Fighting was expected to com- 
at any moment, and the Brit- 
ish and American consuls did all they 
could to prevent hostilities. 

ROYALISTS HEMMED IN. 

By mid-day on Sunday the rebel 
troops had completely hemmed in the 
royalists. Their plans had been care- 
fully laid, and the rebels were headed 
by a German ex-officer, Von Bulow. 
who is at the present time in receipt of 
a pension from the German govern- 
yient. Under his direction barricades 
were thrown up in the main streets of 
the town. Von Bulow and the presi- 
dent and the German Consul were in 
constant consultation, : while German 
merchants supplied cartridges to the 
rebels. 

King Tanus and a large number of 
white people sought refuge in the Tivoli 
Hotel. At about 4:30 o’clock on Sunday 
afternoon 500 rebels made a rush from 
the western side of the town toward 
the hotel, and the fighting had com- 
menced. The German Consul rode at 
their head and Von Bulow was in 
actual command. The fighting was se- 
vere in the main street. Hearing the 
firing on the beach a party of rebels 
1000 strong advanced, driving before 
them a party of loyalists. Thousands 
of shots were fired and for two hours 
there was’a stubborn defense. 


DARKNESS ENDS FIGHTING. 


The loyal party by nightfall had been 
driven to within about a quarter of a 
mile of the Mission station, around 
which the balance of the royalists had 
been compelled to retire. If the two 
rebel parties had affected a junction 
the loyalists would have been slaugh- 
tered, bu¢ darkness came and the fight- 
ing ceased. During the night the Malie- 
toa people sought refuge in boats and 
were huddled together under the guns 
of the Porpoise. After the retreat from 
the Tivoli to the mission it was found 
that King Tanus had been left at the 
Tivoli. Capt. Sturdee and Consul 
Maxse went to the hotel and brought 
the King safely back. It was a brave 
deed, and although the rescuers were 


fired upon repeatedly they escaped 
without damage. 
The British sailors under Lieut. 


Gauntz behaved splendidly. They held 
their fire for a direct attack, which 
never came. The American Consul, Os- 
borne, and family took refuge in the 
British consulate, which was heavily 
guarded by British. sailors. By the 
flight of the Malietoa men to the Por- 
poise the rebels were left in absolute 
possession of the town. All Samoan 
houses were looted and burned. White 
men’s houses were invaded and 
searched for Samoan property. Trees 
were cut down, crops were spoiled, dogs 
and horses taken away and boats either 
stolen or destroyed. 

In this extremity the consuls and the 
President and the leading Mataafa 
chiefs came to an agreement in order 
to preserve life and property and to 
keep order. A provisional government, 
with the President as executive head, 
was approved by the consuls, pending 
the settlement of the whole question by 
their respective governments. 
TEMPORARY GOVERNMENT EF- 

FECTED. 

The British and American consuls 
agreed to this provisional arrangement, 
with the understanding that it was in 
no wise to affect the Berlin treaty, or 
any official, or the powers of any of- 
ficer under it, and that thé Malietoa 
people, who had been taken on board 
the Porpoise, should be allowed to go 
to their homes, their arms being re- 
tained on board the Porpoise. 

The first act of the provisional gov- 
ernment, however, showed the fixed 
determination of the German officials 
to assume an ascendancy in Samoan 
affairs. By public notice the provi- 
sional government abolished the Su- 
preme Court and then decided - at the 
President was the acting Chie. Justice, 
and that Chief Justice Chambers no 
longer held office. They seized the: Su- 
preme Court and placed new locks upon 
all the doors. Chief Justice Chambers 
and the British and American consuls 
issued a proclamation that the court 
would be opened by him as usual in 
the morning. 

ULTIMATUM OBEYED. 

Capt. Sturdee of the Porpoise gave 
notice that if any resistance to the 
opening of the court by Justice Cham- 
bers was offered that the Porpoise 
would open fire on the town. Capt. 
Sturdee also appealed to the German 
captain for.assistance without avail. 
Mataafa, upon receiving Sturdee’s 
ultimatum, withdrew his armed guard 
from the courthouse, and on January 
7 the Chief Justice, with a guard of 
twenty-five men, landed. The Chief 
Justice and the two Consuls walked to 
the courthouse,, and after an exciting 
colloquy with the German officials, 
Chambers ordered the door broken 
open with a sledge hammer. The ses- 
sion of the court was then held. Three 
cheers for the Justice and the British 
and American Consuls were given by 
the British and Americans and the 
crowd dispersed. All is now quiet, 
and, so far as fighting is concerned, is 
so up to date. The Chief Justice has 
sent his family to Auckland and he 
himself is on the Porpoise. The Ger- 
mans still insist upon Dr. Baffel as 
Chief Justice. 

On January 19, the wealthiest Ger- 
man merchant in Samoa smashed all 
the windows in the Supreme Court 
building. He was fined $100 and sen- 
tenced to 100 days’ imprisonment. In 
the court he insulted the Judge and 
gloried in the deed. He was sent to 
jail, and late that night Dr. Baffel, 
claiming to be Chief Justice, ordered 
the. jailkeeper, a Swiss, with German 
sympathies, to take the prisoner to 
the German Consulate. This was 
done, and the next day the merchant 
was fined £30 by the German Consul, 

Everybody in Apia is anxiously 
awaiting news of action by the three 
powers. The action of the provisional 
government in deporting the Malietoa 
chief is claimed to be in direct oppo- 
sition to the agreement made with the 
Consuls. Sixty chiefs were sent to 
Manua, but owing to bad weather they 
could not reach that island. They 
were taken to Tutuila by the Pago- 
Pago people, who have declared their 
allegiance to Malietoa. They tried 
to capture the guard with the prisoners, 
but the schooner got under way too 
quickly. Everything points to another 
fight among the natives at no distant 
time. Part of the Mataafa people are 
dissatisfied with the looting and de- 
portation of the chief, and are now 
talking of uniting with the Malietoa 
faction. During the fighting between 
the natives, Mataafa’s party lost 
thirteen killed and fourteen wounded, 
and the King’s party lost four killed 
and eight wounded. . 

HE MAY BRING ADVICES. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 
Kramer, prominently connected with 
the German Legation in Samoa, ar- 
rived on the steamgr Moana today, and 
it is believed that he brings important 
advices for his government regarding 
the situation in Samoa. Dr. Kramer 
says the situation is at a standstill, 
and the decision of the powers is all 
that is being awaited.

There is a rumor afloat that Gov.

SANTA FE VALLEY BILL. 

Judge C. N. Sterry, speaking to The 
Times correspondent today concerning 
the Santa Fé Valley Road Bill, for 
which the Senate Committee yesterday 
reported a substitute, said: ““‘We can 
accomplish under this substitute what 
we desired to, and at the same time the 
bill affords relief for other roads which 
may be similarly situated. Plenty 
of money now at low rates of interest 
always induces someone to float rail- 
road enterprises, and while I don’t 
know that such will be the case, it 
seems that the Salt Lake road will be 
built, and it will need the provisions 
of such a bill as this. I believe the 
North German Lloyd will put on that 
proposed line of steamers. There are 
no ‘bugs’ in this substitute bill, and 
we think the objections of the Gover- 
nor have been removed.” 

Judge Sterry is also interested in a 
bill furthering the Santa Fé Valley 
road’s project of establishing passen- 
ger and freight terminals at Point 
Richmond, near West Berkeley. 

EXEMPT SCHOOL BONDS. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee to- 
night resolved to report favorably 
Senate Constitutional amendment No. 
14, which is favored by the State Bank- 
er’s Association, to exempt State, 
county and school district bonds from 
taxation. There were $225 collected 
in taxes on State, county and munici- 
pal bonds in counties outside ‘of San 
Francisco in 1898, and there are out- 
standing at this time, outside of the 
bonded indebtedness of the city and 
county of San Francisco, bonds in ex- 
cess of $12,000,000, on which the average 
rate of interest is 5 per cent., all of 
which bonds might be easily refunded 
on a basis of 3 per cent., and such re- 
funding bonds sold at premium, pro- 
viding they are non-taxable. 

Senator Taylor, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Municipal Corporation Committee, 
addressed the committee in support of 
the bill, and said that bonds under 
present law are supposed to be taxable, 
but in reality they are not taxed, for 
they are either concealed from the as- 
sessor or sold outside of the State. Los 
Angeles county paid in 1898, $33,090 in- 
terest, and collected no taxes. The 
average rate of interest on these bonds 
is 5 1-6 per cent. 

Muenter’s proposition to tax the 
Stock of national banks provoked an 
interesting discussion. 

Huber has a bill in the nature of an 
enabling act to allow that part of 
Azusa recently incorporated with that 
city to collect its proportion of the 
road fund, amounting -to about $1700. 


ANTI-SLOT MACHINE BILL. 

Henry of San Francisco introduced 
a bill today, which he admitted he 
thought was a “good cincher.” It pro- 
hibits the manufacture and sale of 
slot machines. 

The Merchants’ Association of San 
Francisco is favoring a bill, which witll 
be introduced as a substitute for Ather- 


is correspondingly de- 


selling on races or sporting contests 
outside of the incl6sure where such 
take place, under penalty of. not less 
than $200 or more than $1000 fine or 
imprisonment for not to exceed one 
year, or both. 

Mead of Los Angeles discovered a 
queer propositon in Kenneally’s A. B. 
393, relating to the employment of only 
native or naturalized. citizens of the 
United States on public works. As 
drawn by the author and passed by 
the committee, the bill made it incum- 
bent on county treasurers cashing war- 
rants to search out the nativity of 
laborers, a manifest impossibility. 

When Johnson's attention was called 
to it he admitted that the committee 
erred in overlooking this proposition, 
and it was amen by Mead. Melick 
tried to get an amendment adopted ex- 
empting work in irrigation districts, 
but failed. 

The bill provoked a gcod deal .of 
oratory of the A.P.A. and anti-A.P.A, 
order and, incidentally, a squabble be- 
tween Belshaw and Johnson as to 
which is the best American, in which 
Belshaw said there was ‘“‘tco much 
Johnson” in the Assembly, and ac- 
cused the Sacramento member of want- 
ing him (Belshaw) to bend the knee to 
him, which he would refuse to do. 
Johnson, in a pharasaical way, re- 
proved Belshaw much as a father re- 
proves a child, and the bill went over. 

The important Stratton election law 
passed the Senate with only two dis- 
senting votes. 

Disclosures of the Senate committee’s 
report regarding the operations and ex- 
penses of the San Francisco Harbor 
Commission will probably result in 
some stringent legislation concerning 
that body. 

LOS ANGELES PETITION. 

Senator Simpson presented a petition 
from Los Angeles in favor of a Sun- 
day lay, which was signed by 2000 per- 
sons. 

The Assembly Committee on Commis- 
sions and Expenditures today intro- 
duced a measure somewhat similar to 
one which provoked such hostile criti- 
cism throughout the State four years 
ago, creating a State Board of Chari- 
ties and Corrections which would con- 
trol all expenditures in regard ¢o pub- 
lic charitable and correctional institu- 
tions. 

Capt. G. H. Barbour, a prominent 
citizen of San Diego, and who is 
warmly interested in Grant’s Senatorial 
candidacy, will take a flying trip on 
business to San Diego tomorrow and 
may stop over in Los Angeles.

probe into a personal matter. 

It will then remain for the House to 
sav whether Green shall be punished 
for contempt, or the charge against 
him dismissed. 

The keeping of the contempt proceed- 
ing alive is denounced by many of 
Grant’s friends as an attempt to keep 
votes from going to Grant. There prom- 
ises to be a warm debate on the floor 
of the Assembly when the matter comes 
up on Friday. 

The forty-sixth ballot for United 
States Senator, which was taken at 
noon today, shows no change in the 
vote, which was as follows:

“WELL DONE, CALIFORNIANS.” 

Davis introduced a resolutions provid- 
ing for the sending of the following 
cablegram to the First California regi- 
ment at Manila: 

“Well done, Californians.”’ 

The resolutions was adopted with 
cheers. 

The Assembly devoted almost the en- 
tire afternoon to listening to the debate 
on Kenneally’s Assembly Bill No. 393, 
securing to native-born and natural- 
ized citizens of the United States the 
exclusive right to labor on public 
works in the State. The principal 
speeches were made by Belshaw, who 
opposed the bill, and by Johnson, who 
favored it.

GREAT BRITAIN’S POLICY. 


Opposed to the Disruption of China. 


Measure to Assist Her. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LONDON, Feb. 8.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The debate on the address in re- 
ply to the Queen's speech at the open- 
ing of Parliament yesterday was con- 
tinued in the House of Commons today. 

Sir Ellis Ashmead-Bartlett, Conser- 
vative member for the Ecclesiastical 
division of Sheffield, moved an amend- 
ment asking the government to take 
early annd efficient measures to assist 
China to maintain her territorial in- 
dependence and to enforce the policy 
set forth in the resolution of the 
House of Commons of March 1, 1898. 
He argued that it was the only possi- 
ble policy for Great Britain. 

The speaker further asserted that the 
policy of speakers of influence meant 
partition of China, and it was doubtful 
in his opinion if Great Britain would 
have the support of the United States 
in a policy of partition, whereas he 
believed Great Britain was assured of 
the support of the United States if she 
went in for the effective policy of main- 
taining China’s integrity. 

In ‘the House of Commons on March 
1, 1898, the parliamentary secretary of 
the foreign office, then Mr. Curzon, 
when answering a question put by Sir 
Ellis Ashmead-Bartlett said: ‘British 
interests in China are paramount, but 
not’ exclusive. The British nation 
would not be justified in regarding le- 
gitimate competitors saith jealousy, but 
ought rather to use all efforts to keep 
intact in an age of competition what 
was soin an age of monopoly. 

“We can foresee that China will be 
confronted by greater dangers in the 
future than she has been in the past. 
Great Britain’s policy isto prevent the 
disruption and to oppoge the alienation 
of Chinese territory, and it is not likely 
that Great Britain will regard with 
satisfaction the attempts of others in 
that direction.” 

After the parliamentary secretary of 
the foreign office, the Right Hon. Wil- 
liam Roderick, had reviewed the situa- 
tion in China and had explained that 
the government's policy %vas rather to 
come to terms with competitions than 
to excite the antagonism of others en- 
gaged in developing the country, Sir 
Ellis Ashmead-Bartlett’s amendment 
was withdrawn, Samuel Smith, Liberal 
member for Flintshire, moved an 
amendment to the address relative to 
the ‘“‘Lawlessness in the church,” which 
he said was exciting the _ greatest 
anxiety in the country. Mr. Smith 
was still speaking avhen the House ad- 
journed.

Owing to Inclemency the Schools in 
St. Paul are Clesed—Salt Lake 
Has Four Kinds of Weather.

DENVER (Colo.,) Feb. 8.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Starvation is added to 
the horrors of midwinter in the Roekies. 
Reports from the little mining town of 
Kokomo, twelve miles from Leadville, 
paints a picture that rivals the most 
distressing tales that have been penned 
by Arctic explorers. 

The last ration of meat has been 
served, and wives and children of min- 
ers cry for more. Everybody stands 
speechless when asked where this is go- 
ing to end, for the like has never been 
known. With two railroads leading to 
the town, there has not been a train 
to enter it for three weeks, and a relief 
train sent out last month, when the 
first intimation of distress was heard, 
has not reached the suffering people. 

The train is lodged in the mountain 
snow fifteen miles away, and the en- 
gines are dead. All supplies have been 
absorbed by neighbors, who were in 
equal fear of starvation, and all that 
was left was hauled to Kokomo this 
afternoon by a party of adventurous 
men, who came back with the half of 
a quarter of mutton and the same 
quantity of beef. This was the last 
ration served, and with it was issued 
the imperative order, that all _ single 
men should quit the camp quickly, as 
s00n as the storm shows the first sign 
of abating, to permit them to reach 
Leafiville. 

These men must go out on snow- 
shoes, but as experts can only travel in 
this light fleecy snow at the rate of 
five miles a day, it may be seen what 
a dark future is open to those who are 
not of the stoutest mold. 

The railway superintendents are at 
' their wits ends, for they have-+een try- 
ing to reach a_score of towns similarly 
situated, for the last three weeks. The 
thermometer on Marshall Pass registers 
45 deg. below zero, and money cannot 
bribe men to face such cold in the open 
to clear a way. 

The Denver and Rio Grande line is 
again blocked, after it was opened last 
night. 

At Leadville the fuel supply will last 
for two days, and then 1500 men will 
be left without employment, not count. 
ing the affected miners through the 
closing of the smelters. The wood- 
cutters canmot get any fuel in the 
mountains, and there is imminent risk 
of many families suffering for what 
money cannot buy. 

LINES AGAIN TIED UP.

GLOOMY OUTLOOK IN, RUSSIA. 


Minister Hitchcock of St. Louis Dis- 
cusses the Situatian. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from London says that’ 
Ethan A. Hitchcock, former United 
States Ambassador at St. Petersburg, 
and recently appointed Secretary of the 
Interior, is now in London on his way 
to Washington. A correspondent 
ealled upon him and endeavored to as. 
certain his opinion of the future of the 
Philippines, in view of the attack made 
by the insurgents upon the United 
States troops. ba 

“You must excuse me from saying 
anything on that subject,” said Mr. 
Hitchcock. “You understand why. I 


am returning to Washington to take 
my new post. 

“It would not do to discuss matters 
which are now engaging the attention 
of the government.” 

“How do the people of Russia look 
upon the Czar’s proposals for disarma- 
ment?” 

“Ah, that is something I am very 
glad to speak about. In the first place, 
you remember, it is only a portion of 
the population that reads the newspa- 
pers. Among this class, there is uni- 
versal satisfaction expressed at His 
Majesty’s initiative. I believe the con- 
ference will lay the foundation for a 
future condition of affairs that will be 
of inestimable benefit to the people of 
BDurope. It will be the preliminary 
to a better understanding between the 
powers. 

“At present the attention of the Rus- 
sian government is largely given to 
the famine which prevails in some of 
the provinces. This is not a famine as 
we understand the word. I can best 
explain the condition of affairs by say- 
ing that if there was plenty of grain 
in Ohio, and none in Missouri, and the 
means of communication were very 
poor, almost impossible, we would have 
to deal with a situation similar t6 that 
which now confronts the Russian gov- 
ernment.” 


Died in the Operahouse. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—Mrs. Maria 
Allen, wife of Col. Ethan Allen, grand- 
son of the revolutionary hero of that 
name, died in the Metropolitan Opera- 
house tonight. Just as the curtain 
went up Mrs. Allen gasped and fell 
forward. She was carried to the cor- 
ridor of the reception room, where she 
died in a few minutes.

GUNBOATS PARTICIPATED. 

The gunboats Concord and Callao 
kept up an incessant fire from the bay, 
the Concord dropping many shells into 
the town with telling effect. In order 
to avoid accidents from this source, 
Gen. Otis was compelled to recall the 
Kansas Battalion, after burning the 
outskirts of the town. «Either the 
shells of the American warships or the 
natives themselves fired a number of 
buildings within the town. Probably 
this was the result of the shelling. No 
further attack during the night was 
made. 

The Spanish vapers generally com- 
ment in favorable terms upon the ad- 
mirable order maintained in Manila. 

The Union Iberia says: “We are sat- 
isfied that the Americans, who are for 
the greater part volunteers, fought 
coolly and with perfect discipline, al- 
though without entrenchments at the 
various points, and demonstrated the 
spirit which animates them. The Fili- 
pinos, who are accustomed to fight in 
trenches, and with guerrilla methods, 
also fought bravely, but with less pre- 
cision and regularity.”’ 

The situation today !{s practically 
unchanged. The American line has not 
been appreciably extended, and the 
troops generally are taking a much- 
needed rest. Reconnoissances show 
that the Filipinos are in force in the 
villages of Pasig and Paranque, prob- 
ably 7000 men at the latter place, with- 
in strong fortifications. All is quiet 
along the line when this dispatch is 
filed at noon. 

IN ABSOLUTE CONTROL. 

5:15 p.m.—The provost guard is tin 
absolute control of Manila. All fears 
of a native uprising in the city were 
dispelled by the. promptitude with 
which it quelled the outbreak on Mon- 
day evening. The streets were de- 
serted last evening by 9 o’clock, and not 
a light was to be seen in the native 
quarter. 

The Filipinos, accustomed to Span- 
ish methods, are constantly inquiring 
of the American soldiers when the 
prisoners are going to be executed. 
They seem unable to realize that orders 
have not already been issued for the 
execution. Indeed, headquarters is 
besieged by women anxious to plead 
for the lives of their relatives and 
friends. 

QUIET AT CAVITE. 

All is quiet at Cavite. Owing to the 
lack of supplies in the adjacent vil- 
lage of San Roque, Commissary Milli- 
ken has been authorized to sell neces- 
saries to those able to pay for them, 
and there will be a distribution of free 
rations to others. The rebels, it ap- 
pears, had loopholed a church tower in 
Cavite, evidently with the purpose of 
occupying it with sharpshooters. 

Sefior Aguillos, the Filipino ex-com- 
missioner, made an unofficial visit to 
Gen. Otis today. Tomorrow is the first 
day of the Chinese new year, and or- 
ders have been issued prohibiting fire- 
works. Pumping at the waterworks 
has been resumed. 

Gen. Hale’s brigade, consisting of the 
First South Dakota Infantry, First 
Colorado Infantry and First Nebraska 
Infantry, supported by a battery of 
Utah Light Artillery, occupied the most 
advanced vost in the American line, 
fully ten miles from the base of supplies. 
It has an almost perfect position. Four 
guns of the Utah Artillery stationed on 
a hill behind the waterworks command 
the valley to the right and left and 
the foothills in front. 

Two companies of the Colorado sup- 
port the Twenty-third Infantry, ‘which 
is encamped at the _ reservoir three 
miles to the rear. Outposts line the 
ridge overlooking the valley, while a 
sand-bag intrenchment with gun em- 
placements fronés the river. : 

Yesterday the Utah Artillery’s guns 
dropped shells into the village across 
the river. The natives disappeared 
among the hills, the main body retiring 
to the right and the others scattering. 
Subsequently the Americans recon- 
noitered and found the village of San 
Pedro completely deserted. 

CARRIED WHITE FLAGS. 

They did not burn it, and today the 
villagers returned in small parties, 
bearing bamboos to which white flags 
were fastened. They kept, however, 
out of range. Later signal fires were 
lighted along the ridge on the other 
side of the valley. 

The American troops are in excellent 
spirits and appeared to regard rena | 
experience as a picnic rather than 
stern reality. One burly Coloradoan 
who was discussing the capture of the 
waterworks said it reminded him of a 
rabbit drive on the Colorado plains. 

Gen. Overshine’s brigade, the Fourth 
Cavalry, Fourteenth Infantry and First 
North Dakota Infantry, on the right, 
did some reconnoitering today, but 
otherwise has been taking matters eas- 
ily. The First Washington Infantry, 
the First Idaho Infantry and the North 
Dakotans are strung out from block- 
house No. 11 to the old Spanish trenches 
southwest of the Malate fort, where the 
Fourteenth Infantry is quartered. A 
few native houses from which shots 
have been fired were burned, but most 
of the others are either vacant or 
marked with white flags. 

ENEMY AT PARANQUE. 

The enemy is obviously concentrated 
at Paranque. Gen. King’s brigade, 
which includes the First California In- 
fantry, First Idaho Infantry, First 
Wyoming Infantry and Ffrst Infantry, 
has been compelled to destroy the vil- 
lage of San Pedro Macase, as the np: 
tives, moving from house to house, fired 
from the windows as the Americans 
arrived. 

The Fourth Cavalry has hugely en- 
joyed foraging for food. All that is left 
of Santa Ana is occupied by the Cali- 
fornians. 


AGONCILLO “DEPLORES.” 


Juan Luna and Another Filipino 
are Now at Montreal, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
LONDON, Feb. 8.—The Filipino junta 
here has received a cablegram from 
Agoncillo, the agent of Aguinaldo, 
dated Montreal, February 7, ‘‘deplor- 
ing the hostilities which have had the 
effect of securing the ratification of the 

peace treaty.” 

Agoncillo also says he believes the 
outbreak was provoked by the Ameri- 
cans in order to insure the ratification 
of the treaty, and declares that .the 
Filipinos ‘“‘are far from being the ag- 
gressors, were taken by surprise and 
were unprepared.” 


JUAN LUNA AT MONTREAL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MONTREAL (Can.,) Feb. 8.—Juan 
Luna and an unknown Filipino arrived 
here today. Luna said he had simply 
come to visit Agoncillo. Agoncillo was 
asked about his cablegram to the junta 
at London. 

He intimated that he had sent such a 
telegram, and intimated that they were 
in a position to prove that Gen. Otis 
had been ordered to bring on a confiict 
so as to force the peace treaty through 
the Senate. He said he was being kept 
pretty well posted on whatever was be- 
ing done against his country. 

Agoncillo said further that since war 
had been declared it would never be 
stopped until the Americans madeover- 
tures for peace. They would be willing, 
however, to have a mutual conference.

STEAMER IN A HURRICANE. 


Man and Beast Experience the Hor- 
rors of the Wind’s Fury. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.} 

LONDON, Feb. 8—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] Capt. Findlay of the British 
steamer Mackinaw from Philadelphia, 
January 24, which arrived here today, 
tells a terrible story of the vessel’s 
experience. The Mackinaw met a 
furious gale on January 29. A heavy 
sea swept over her, and Cohn, one 
of the cattlemen, was drowned. On 
the morning of the fourth a succession 
of terrific seas threw the vessel on her 
beam ends, smashing everything to 
splinters and flooding every part of 
the ship, which was quite helpless in 
the trough of the sea. The cattle 
plunged desperately, and bellowed con- 
stantly, while the men were obliged to 
wade up to their necks. Not until 
after a terrible fight could the water 
be got out of the cattle deck. 

The hurricane continued throughout 
the 30th, doing frightful damage on 
deck. The boats were stove in, and 
the engine room was flooded as well 
as the stock hold. The captain says 
he expected the vessel to founder any 
moment. When the storm cleared away 
he found sixty-six dead bullocks. Dur- 
ing the next three days the gale gradu- 
ally lessened. 


MARTILLO’S EXPDPRIENCE. 
° [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PORTLAND, (Engiand,) Feb. 8.—The 
British steamer Martillo, from New 
York, on January 27, for Hull, passed 
here today and signalled that the chief 
officer and boatswain had been killed, 
that a quartermaster and a seaman 
had been drowned, and that the cap- 
tain and second officer were injured, 
and that fearful weather was experi- 
enced while on her way from New 
York. The steamer lost her boats and 
ventilators and was otherwise dam- 
aged. 


AN IDEA AT PARIS. 


French Papers Think That Japan 
Will Give United States Trouble.

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Paris says that there 
seems to be an idea that Japan will 
make trouble for the United States by 
surreptitionsly aiding the Filipinos. 
The Autorite and the Journal des De- 
bats both refer to this, though neither 
gives reasons for believing Japanese 
filibustering probable. ,At any rate the 
papers are satisfied that annexation, 
pure and simple, is now sure. 

The Liberte says the ratification of 
the treaty entails fresh responsibilities 
on the United States. They can no 
longer leave the Spanish prisoners in 
the hands of the natives. 

They must demand their immediate 
release and enforce the demand by 
every possible means. 

In the mean time the telegram says 
that the New York Herald announces 
that instructions have been sent to 
Otis and Dewey ordering them to as- 
sume a vigorous attitude. Iloilo is to 
be attacked by Gen. Miller. 

The Filipinos therefore have to make 
the choice of merciless. repression or 
submission that may be to their ad- 
vantage.

MUNICIPAL CHANGES INDORSED 


Civic Federation in Chicago Pro- 
poses Extension Plans. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Feb. 8.—The city and 
county consolidation in Cook county 
and the abolition of sixteen of the 
seventeen governing bodies in Chicago 
has been indorsed by the Civic Federa- 
tion Joint Committee on Constitutional 
Revision. An amendment to section 7 
of article 10 of the State Constitution, 
prepared by a subcommittee of nine 
was approved by the joint committee. 
A committee of five will be appointed 
to present the proposed amendment to 
the general assembly and take what- 
ever. steps the members may deem 

necessary to secure its adoption. 
The amendment requires the ratifica- 


‘tion of any act for this purpose by a 


majority of the voters in the city and 
of those outside the city voting on the 
proposition before it shall go into ef- 
fect. There is provision for something 
similar to the New York borough and 
district system of local self govern- 
ment within the extended city, and for 
a graduated rate of taxation in any an- 
nexed territory. AS many as two new 
counties may be carved out of any re- 
mainder of Cook county.

TEXT IN A HISTORY AROUSES 
THE HAWAIIANS. 


Prof. Alexander, the Author of the 
Work, Repudiates All the Many 
Known Inaccuracies,. 


SCHOOLS WILL NOT HAVE IT.

COLOR ITS PAGES. 


No Development in Attempted Stage 
Robbery Case—Union Savings 
Bank Depositors Have 
Organized. 


[BY DIRECT WIKRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 8.—[Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.] A special communication 
from Honolulu says that the question of 
how history shall be written has arisen 
in concrete form in the islands. The 
school text-book on Hawaiian history, 
in use in government schools, is ‘‘Alex- 
ander’s Brief History of the Hawaiian 
Islands,”’ published by the American 
Book Company. The book, as it was 
written by Prof. W. D. Alexander, 
stopped with events shortly preceding 
the overthrow of the monarchy. The 
Commissioners of Education a_ short 
time axxo ordered 250 copies of the book 
for use in the schools. The books ar- 
rived by the Doric last week, but they 
will never be used. 

The publishers, without consulting 
the author, have added a chapter to the 
book, bringing the history down to the 
date of annexation. It is this chapter 
which has caused all the trouble. The 
Commissioners of Education will not 
have it. They say the history is not 
true, either as to statements of facts, 
or in the view of Hawaiian affairs that 
it gives. In short, the whole tenor of 
the chapter, is to give an erroneous idea 
of the purposes and the acts of the men 
who overthrew the monarchy, and 
sought to bring about annexation. Tle 
text seems to have been written by 
some one who colored the narration 
with the views of President Cleveland 
and those of Commissioner Blount. 

Some of the objectionable statements 


in the chapter are as follows: “Im- 
mediately after the Legislature was 
prorogued, January 14, 1893, the Queen 


and natives declared in favor of the 
new constitution, but the cabinet re- 
fused to sign the document, and it met 
with such determined opposition on the 
part of the whites that the Queen post- 
poned the attempt to promulgate it, 
declaring she would abide by the exist- 
ing constitution of 1887. 

“Under the republic, Mr. Dole was 
continued in office as President, and 
the constitution was so framed as to 
keep the power in the hands of the re- 
form party.’*” 

‘ Prof. Alexander repudiates this chap- 
ter. and he will not allow it to be pub- 
lished with his part of the work. 

He is now engaged in writing a chap- 
ter, bringing the history down to the 
present time, which he will send to the 
publishers.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 8.--The 
steamer Moana, from Australie and 
Hawaii, brings the following a:lvices 

from Honolulu, dated Webruary 1: 
The Moana Lwa brougnt further par- 
ticulars yesterday of the wreck on the 
Kohala coast. The Helene and the 
Maui both sent boats tu the scene and 
definitely determined that the wreck 
was that of the four-masted schooner 
Nomad, Capt. McAllep, which sailed 
from Shanghai for Puget Sound in 
ballast, ten months ago. The vessel 


was a new one and belonged to Hall 
Bros. of San Francisco. 

Capt. McAllep was accompanied on 
this trip by his wife, daughter and 
three sons. All undoubtedly are lost. 
The Nomad was reported sighted off 
the Pacific coast about seven or eight 
months ago, just about the time of a 
terrific storm there. But nothing more 
was heard of her and she was long ago 
given up. There were on board of the 
schooner when she left the Chinese 
waters, Capt. McAllep, his daughter 
and three sons and eight men in the 
crew.

FORTUNE FRITTERED AWAY. 


Creditors Seize Estate of the Widow 
of Dicta Barrios. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 8.—The Ex. 
‘aminer says that of the splendid for- 
tune acquired by the late President 
Barrios, while at the head of the 
Guatemalan government, not a vestige 
remains. Mme. Algeria de Reyna Bar- 
rios, widow of the late dictator, has 
received advices from her agents in 
the revolutionary Central American re- 
public that vast estates, valued as 
high as $10,000,000, have been seized 
by creditors, and that attachments 
and other legal processes have been is- 
sued without number. 

Mme. Barrios, who saved her private 
fortune, consisting mostly of securities 
and jewels, is sojourning in this city, 
but will soon go to Europe. 


TEMPLE SURRENDERED. 


Mexico Renounces Jurisdiction Over 
American Soil. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PHOENIX, (A. T.,) Feb. 8.—The 
Mexican authorities today surrendered 
James Temple, who has been in prison 
at Magdalena and Guaymas for the 
last three months, to Sheriff Leather- 
wood of Tucson. Governor Murphy 
received a telegram from Leatherwood 
today, saying he would start home at 
once. Temple was held for killing a 
Mexican in Arizona. The United 
States, to prevent the Mexican govern- 
ment from exercising jurisdiction over 
American soil, undertook his release 
at once. Consent of the Mexicans to 
give Temple up was obtained a month 
ago, but unexpected delays set in, the 
last of which was a formal trial before 
a judge at Guaymas. 


SITUATION AT ILOILO, 


Great Excitement When Gen. Miller 
Made His Appearance. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Feb. 8.—Hong- 
kong mail advices describe the situa- 
tion at Iloilo when it was first ex- 
pected that Gen. Miller’s troops would 

be landed, as follows: 

“For days armed natives have been 
coming into town in a steady stream, 
and fully 2000 soldiers, armed with 
Remingtons and Mausers have taken 
possession of the church and govern- 
ment buildings. Officers are scurrying 
about on ponies, ammunition is being 


brought in from Malo, and an appar-- 


ently . stout resistance is being pro- 
vided for any landing attempted by 
the Americans. 

“Stores and banks are ciosed, and 
the excitement is intense. Outside of 
the city are nearly 10,000 mixed natives 
armed with knives and spears; they are 
anxious to be allowed in the city. 

“In Negros, a near-by island, it {s 
reported that some 20,00 men are in 
arms, awaiting the call. ) 

“Several schooners loaded with men 
are daily entering the river. They 
are not being interrupted. Day and 
night preparations continue for lively 
resistance. Every hour of delay is

made to account in throwing up works 
and barricading streets. It is threat- 


-ened that if the Filipinos should meet 


with defeat the town will be burned. 

“The transport Francisco Reyes came 
in on the 9th with 550 Filipino soldiers, 
who were allowed to land without In- 
terference. Altogether, 1500 soldiers 
have been landed in this manner, and 
this is not counting the hundreds that 
have come from other islands on 
Fully 2500 
men with rifles are in the city. 

‘The Spanish gunboat FE) Cano is still 
lying just off the fort, and it was re- 
ported that some 2000 stands of arms 
had been landed by her.”

Nothing to Connect Tramps With 
Attempted Hold-up.

JACKSON, Feb. 8.—In the attempted 
stage robbery case there are no further 
developments to connect the _ two 
tramps arrested on suspicion yesterday.

UNDERPAID EMPLOYEE. 


Matron Gray’s Friends Hopeful That 
She Will Get a Raise. 


Friends of Matron Gray of the City 
Jail were congratulating her yesterday 
on the fact that the Police Commission 
has at last taken cognizance of her 
case and recommended her to the City 
Council for a raise of salary. Mrs. 
Gray has been matron .of_ the jail 
nearly ten years, and in all that time 
she has never had an increase of 
wages, but her paltry salary has twice 
been cut down. It was only $60 at 
the start, and reductions, including $2 
a month held out for the pension fund, 
have brought her income down to $48 
a month. On this stipend Mrs. Gray 
has managed to suppart a family of 
five for some years, besides paying 
heavy doctor bills, as she has had much 
sickness in her household. 

The duties of matron in the jail are 
quite as onerous and ofttimes very 
disagreeable. She has charge of all 
the femal@ prisoners, most of whom 
are women of the lowest class, such 
as drunken prostitutes, hopeless in- 
ebriates, morphine fiends and the like, 
who are extremely difficult to handle. 
In addition, the matron is often called 
upon to assist with female patients in 
the Receiving Hospital, and has to 
spend many a sleepless day and night 
on account of prisoners or patients who 
require constant watching. The 
matron also has to do the chamber 
work in the detectives’ sleepnig quar- 
ters, and make herself useful in vari- 
ous other ways. 

It is perhaps no exaggeration to say 
that Matron Gray works as hard as 
any member of the force, and her 
work is aS necessary as any that is 
performed by any of the men who 
swing clubs and are much better paid. 
The proposition to restore the matron’s 
salary to what it was originally, $69 
a month, is, therefore, considered a 
very just one by Mrs. Gray’s friends, 
and they are in high hopes that the 
Council will take the same view of the 
matter and grant the raise at the next 
meeting,

THE NEWS IN ARIZONA. 


HOW “SAFE-CURE 
WORKED 


WARNER” 
A MINING DEAL, 


Phoenix is in Favor of Municipal 
Expansion—Visited by the Bliz- 
vard on Arbor Day—Experts of 
the Shotgun—A Rough Rider Re- 
enlists. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Feb. 6.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.} The assertion so frequently 
made that a mining camp is a lawyer's best 
harvest field is well substantiated in a suit 
just submitted to the Supreme Court of 
Arizona, in session in Phoenix. It bears ti- 
tle of Clinton B. Wiser and others against 
John Lawler and others, and involves title 
to the locally well-known Hillside mines in 
the western part of Yavapai county. The 
mines are believed by competent experts to 
be among the best in the Southwest. They 
were, and probably are yet, the property of 
John Lawler and Judge Ed Wells of Pres- 


cott. 

In 1892 Dr. H. H. Warner, of Rochester, 
N. Y., an individual famed for his observa- 
tory, his bitters and his pills, happened to 
visit Northern Arizona and to see a busi- 
ness proposition in the purchase of the 
Hillside group. He bought the group for 
$450,000, paying $50,000 casb, the deed be- 
ing placed in trust pending payment of 
the balance. In Rochester, N. Y., Dr. 
Warner organized his company upon novel 
lines. The usual amount of common stock 
was issued, to be sold at $1 a share. But, 
beyond this, was issued a block of 100,000 
shares, listed at $5 a share. On this pre- 
ferred stock Dr. Warner guaranteed annual 
dividends at the rate of 13 per cent. per 
annum. Warner at the time was believed 
to be worth millions, and this personal in- 
dorsement sold many a share. But Warner 
failed soon afterward, and the bubble burst. 
.Very little of the money collected was ap- 
plied on the purchase of the mine. Much of 
it went to Warner, and a_ considerable 
amount was expended in extensive develop- 
ment work on the mine and in the instal- 
lation of a modern. ore-reduction plant. 
When the time for further payments came 
none were made, and Lawler & Wells re- 
sumed control of the mines, richer by $50,- 
000 and by the development work and the 
quartz mill. 

But the stockholders of both preferred 
and commen stock of the corporation 
(known as the Seven Stars Gold Mining Com- 
pany) are now in court seeking a legal 
definition of their equity. They claim that 
Lawler & Wells permitted the stock to be 
sold with the understanding that Warner 
was the owner of the mine. Plaintiffs de- 
mand either the mine or the return of the 
amounts paid. Defendants, waiving the for- 
feiture, tender the deed only on payment 
of the purchase in full. 

Phoenix, though a city of about 12,000 in- 
habitants, rated, according to the last cen- 
sus, at about 3500, and at that figure fs 
placed on most of the contemporary tables 
of population. In 1900 on the same basis 
may be expected a return of not exceeding 
6000. The reason for this very apparent 


‘absurdity is that even a majority of the 


citizens of the city live outside the city 
limits. Many of the ‘“additions’’ are more 
densely populated than are parts of the city 
proper. The original area was one and 
one-half miles long and one-half mile wide. 
Very little has been added to this small 
area under control of the municipality, yet 
there are now sixteen quarter-sections of 
land around the municipality, platted into 
building lots and occupied by dwellings. A 
strong movement is on foot to bring these 
additions ‘into the city limits. The addi- 
tion residents, content with a condition of 
no municipal taxes and all city advantages 
object strenuously and threaten to defend 
themselves from annexation eveg to the ex- 
— of appeal to the courts of last re- 
sort. 

Arizona has been included in the cold 
wave. Snow has been general in the north- 
ern part of the Territory, and the express 
trains that passed Maricopa last night, 
west-bound, bore on their car roofs snow 
that had fallen between Willcox and Ben- 
son, in the southeastern part of the Terri- 
tory. The coldest thermometer reading was 
at Flagstaff, 16 deg. below zero, with a 
snowfall of two feet within three days. 
Prescott celebrated Arbor day by watching 
a sleet storm and by contemplating ground 
that would have needed dynamite to have 
moved for tree planting. Around Phoenix 
the old inhabitants began to tell their tales 
of the winter of ‘79, for the thermometer 
went down to 26 deg. plus. Much damage 
has been done the fruit crop. Almonds and 
several varieties of apricots were in bloom 
and were nipped by the frost. All the or- 
anges had been gathered. Despite the nip- 
ping air, Arbor day was observed by tree 
planting at the University of Arizonay at 
Tucson, at the Territorial Normal School at 
Tempe, and at nearly’ all the high and 
Grammar schools of Southern Arizona. 

The rural mail delivery route at Tempe, 
one of the seven in the United States, has 
been pronounced one of the most success- 
ful, and an addition of $100 each per annum 
has been made to the salaries of the two 
carriers. 

The Maricopa and, Phoenix Railway depot 
at Tempe was broken into by burglars lately. 
Desks and drawers were broken open, but 
nothing of value was jaken. Agent Hill 
had left no money in the office, and money 
was evidently the only thing the burglars 
were after. 

Last Saturday at the driving park was a 
match race between W. N. Tiffany’s Juno 
J. and J . Seoft’s stallion Rex Mam- 
brino. There. were three close heats, the 
mare trotting winner in the first and last. 
The best time, half-mile, was 1:09. 

The meet of the Arizona Sportsmen's As- 
sociation was practically a contest between 
the gun clubs of Tucson and Phoenix. The 
latter team won the diamond badge for clay 
birds. but Meyer and McVeigh of Tucson 
took the individual championships. The next 
shoot will be at Tucson. At the conclusion 
of a banquet at the Ford, tendered by the 
Phoenix Club to the visitors, K. L. Hart 
of Tucson was elected president for the en- 
suing term and Dr. Purcell secretary. 

The annual installation of officers of the 
Phoenix fire department was attended this 
year with even more jollity than usual. Hun- 
dreds of citizens were present at the en- 
gine-house Saturday evening to express good 


will toward the department, and to aid 
in the consumption of more’ than liberal 
supplies of food and drink. The officers 
newly seated are: Chief, Robert Fromm; 


assistant chief, Harry Taafe; president; Y. 
M. Shott; vice-presiégent, E. Gonzales; sec- 
retary, A. S. Arthur; engineer, A. E. Cobb. 

Walter Gregory, 


the Phoenix Herald, is a late recruit for the 
Fourth United States Cavalry, writing from 
San Francisco that he would sail in a few 
days for Manila. Gregory was a corporal 
in Troop B, First United States Volunteer 
Cavalry (Rough Riders,) during the Spanish 
war, and served with distinction. 

The quarantine maintained by Phoenix 
against several Northern Arizona towns has 
been abandoned, there being now no fear 
of infection from smallpox. 

An assembly hall and offices are about to 
be added to the Phoenix Union Htgh School. 

T. J. Barkley, for several years a mer- 
chant of Phoenix, has gone to Los Angeles, 
where he will start a wholesale grocery 


establishment. 
The Arizona Water Company, successor 
to the Arizona Canal Company, has filed 


for record a mortgage deed in the amount 
of $85,000, secured by several tracts of 
land. The grantee is the New York §&e- 
curity and Trust Company.

Abstract of a Paper Rend Before the 
Los Angeles County Medical So- 
ciety by Dr. H. §S. Orme, formerly 
Health Officer, Los Angeles. 


I have been requested by the presi- 
dent of our County Medical Society to 
make a report upon the epidemics of 
smallpox that have occurred in Los 
Angeles during the last thirty years. 

It is impossible in a short paper to 
enter into all the facts and details 
that the subject demands. 

Just now, it is quite proper that the 
educated medical men, who have de- 
voted their best efforts to an investi- 
gation of the causes of disease, as well 
as to their proper treatment, and also 
the best methods of prevention, should 
express themselves clearly and em- 
phatically, concerning the great ex- 
pense, misery, suffering and loss of 
business, that has resulted in conse- 
quence of the appearance of smallpox 
at different times in our midst, by 
reason of the neglect of prevention, by 
proper vaccination. 

It is an old and trite maxim “that 
the public health is the public wealth.” 

The first epidemic that deserves at- 
tention appeared in Los Angeles in 
1868-69. At that time, as is usually 
the case under such circumstances, it 
was claimed by many people of ordi- 
nary intelligence as well as influence, 
that smallpox did not exist in this 
community. By a unanimous vote of 
the council I was elected Health Offi- 
cer. I immediately visited an old 
adobe house on Main street, which had 
been under suspicion, in what is known 
as “Sonora. Town,” occupied by a 
Spanish family. I asked for admission 
to make an inspection, and was denied, 
saying nobody was sick; after forcing 
an admission, they acknowledged that 
they had a case of measles in the 
house, which was a dark old adobe, 
but I found two cases, children, with 
smallpox in the pustular stage, de- 
tected at once before I had a light to

They very rap- 
idly took the disease, not being vacci- 
nated, and when in a feverish state 
_they would plunge into the water of 
‘the river or zanjas, come out to dry 
themselves in the open air, and com- 
mingle with their fellows. The result 
was the disease spread very rapidly, 
and we had many cases, with from 
eight to ten deaths per day.. Nurses 
| could not be obtained, and very few 
| besides myself and the authorities 
did die. There were

Povey y pap to publish the 
Besides those who had official 
the Sisters of Charity, 
ously and most faithfully cave their 
services. none Gould appreciate tle 
gravity of the epidemic Too much 
praise cannot he given to ibe Sisters. 
who so earnestly labored, as they ever 
do in all emergenctes. Unfortunately, 
the official records kept then of the 
cases, and the mortality, are not now 
accessible. During the summer the 
people were pretty thoroughly  vac- 
cinated, and the ravages of the dis- 
ease were. checked. 

It should be remarked that at this 
time the smallpox was epidemic in San 
Francisco and other places in the State, 
and to obliterate the disease in this 
city must have cost the authorities 
nearly, if not quite, $50,000, or more. 

In June, 1869, I voluntarily resigned 
my position, which was not one to be 
coveted, and received the thanks of the 
city government for my services in the 
premises. This spontaneous testimonial 
was fully appreciated. 

The next noted epidemic occurred in 
1876-77, and was prolonged on  ac- 
count of a popular opposition, neglect 
and refusal then as now, to cotperate 
with the authorities in regard to vac- 
cination, the scourge was prolonged 
twice as long as it would have lasted 
with proper cotperation from the peo- 
ble. Unfortunately for 1876, no récord 
is obtainable of the large number of 
deaths, there often being four or five 
in one family. The first register of 
deaths we have at the health office 
shows 118 died of smallpox in 1877. The 
expense to the city was very much in- 
creased, and the fair name of the com- 
munity was very materially injured and 
impaired thereby. The condition of 
affairs was given extensive publicity: 
in fact, it was spread world-wide 
through the press and personal corre- 
spondence. The expense the city in- 
curred at this time was enormous, and 
it is safe to say it was not far from 
$75,000 to $100,000 again. The most 
vexatious epidemic, however, Los An- 
geles ever had was in 1887-88. As to 
this, some of you may be familiar, and 
know that at the beginning of the year 
1887, real estate was increasing at 
fabulous rates. The appearance of any 
evidemic disease interfering .with this 
unprecedented prosperity, would  nat- 
urally be very unwelcome, so it is easy 
to nicture the horror of our citizens 
when it became known that smallpox 
was in our midst. 

The first case reported to the Health 
Officer was on February 16, and by the 
19th of the month there were _ § ten 
cases—all of whom were removed to the 
hospital, or isolated at home. Reports 
came in from South Pasadena and 
other localities of the appearance of 
the disease. In fact, they came from 
various parts of the country extending 
to San Bernardino and Ventura, and 
even as far south as San Diego, all 
of which were imported from Los An- 
geles. 

From February 15, 1887, up to June 
1. 190 cases were found in Los An- 
geles, of which fifteen were fatal. In 
the county and city thirty-six were 
found, six deaths occurring. In other 
counties there were twenty cases, and 
four deaths, or a total of 196 cases and 
twenty-five deaths. 

The simultaneous appearance of 
seven or eight cases of smallpox, some 
of them being actually picked up on 
the streets, supplemented by the death 
of four of them on the same day, was 


hospital was quickly erected in a then / 


necessarily startling. Exaggerated 
statements flew from corner to cor- 
ner and rumor soon located cases at 
various hotels. Wherever a doctor 
Was seen to enter the inference was 
“another case of smallpox.’’ The papers 
of San Francisco and other places took 
up the cry and Los Angeles was de- 
clared to be overrun with the plague, 
before, in reality, a dozen cases ex- 
isted. Our city was crowded with 
strangers, and, of course, more or less 
excitement ensued. It is estimated 
that at least 10,000 left the city in one 
week. On the other hand there was 
a disposition of our city press to err 
as badly in the other extreme. Our 
daily papers asserted editorially that 
only a very few sporadic cases ex- 
isted; that these were very mild, that 
the disease was under control, and 
that there was no possibility of an epi- 
demic. 

Some of our leading physicians, and 
others, seemed to recognize the dan- 
ger at once, and by communications 
to the press and to those in authority, 
did all in their power not to unneces- 
sarily alarm the public, but to arouse 
it before it should be too late to es- 
tablish some organized system of re- 
sistence. These worthy efforts were 
belittled, and the projectors ridiculed. 
Instead of codperating and doing all 
in their power to throttle the disease 
in its first visitations, these would-be 
sanitarians scoffed and sneered. Noth- 
ing should interfere with our boom— 
travel should be unimpeded, passen- 
gers should be allowed to circulate with 
perfect freedom, and the bare thought 
of a possible quarantine caused a per- 
fect howl of indignation. ‘The result 
of this was to make people compara- 
tively careless. It is true that at first 
the number of cases was com- 
paratively small, and, in. fact, in the 
city, never exceeded twenty at any 
one time. But with prompt and con- 
servative action in the beginning, the 
disease could have been stamped out 
at once, and many lives and much ex- 
pense would have been saved. As it 
was, a great many of our citizens 
underestimated the necessity for 
stringent measures; opposed and 
thwarted those who tried to prevent 
the spread of the disease, and this di- 
rectly, or indirectly, was the cause 
of its being as serious as it was. Cases 
were actually kept carefully concealed 
by their friends, because they did not 
believe in vaccination, and did not 
wish to submit to the inconveniences 
of isolation or the smallpox hospital. 
Thus the contagion was allowed to 
spread to others, and many cases arg 
traceable to just such exposure. 

In several instances well authenti- 
cated cases were under the care of 
irregulars and quacks, who, from 
ignorance, or perhaps from selfish 
motives, failed to recognize the nature 
of the disease, and carefully per- 
mitted its dissemination. In a few in- 
stances, chiefly in the beginning, cases 
of varioloid were mistaken for measles 
and chickenpox, and unnecessary ex- 
posure multiplied the foci of contagion, 
I think in all fifteen cases or more 
were carefully concealed from. the 
health officer, and not discovered until, 
in some instances, death or convales- 
cence had taken place. 

At my suggestion as president, the 
State Board of Health made an offi- 
cial visit to Southern California, and 
appointed at different points, seven 
very competent medical men as in- 
spectors. Had it not been for their 
efficient work, the scourge would have 
spread more disastrously. 

The direct expenses of the city and 
county in this campaign against small- 
pox, extending over nearly four months 
of time and a great expanse of terri- 
tory was necessarily great, $18,000 be- 
ing the estimated cost to the city; $12,- 
000 additional to the county, and, in- 
directly, many thousands more must 
be added to our losses. There are two 
important lessons to be learned from 
our smallpox epidemics. 

First, that isolation and quarantine, 
though highly important, are not suffi- 
cient in themselves to stamp out the 
disease. They must be supplemented by 
vaccination. 

Second, that vaccination as it is 
often performed, is no protection what- 
ever. Thorough vaccination, and revac- 
cination is an almost absolute preven- 
tive. 

Third, absolute and perfect isolation 
is generally very difficult. In a crowded 
city it is well-nigh impossible. In an 
open country it can sometimes be ac- 
complished; but even here the most 
stringent measures fail to make the 
quarantine absolute, generally through 
want of sympathy and codéperation on 
the part of the family; some times in 
spite of these. As an instance may be 
cited the case of Mr. Hays’s hired man, 
who developed smallpox some _ time 
after the death of Mr. Hays’s children. 
The man was very careful not to enter 
the house at all, and it is proven that 
he contracted the contagion by fondling 
a pet dog that had been allowed access 
to the children. 

While in most cases the people recog- 
nized the importance of the preventive 
means adopted by the physicians, in- 
stances were too frequent in which vio- 
lent opposition was encountered by the 
health officers, and every effort to vac- 
cinate, fumigate or isolate, was met 
with open defiance. In one family in 
particular, a case of variola occurred, 
and when physicians were sent to vac- 
cinate the rest of the family and to dis- 
infect the house they were violently re- 
sisted. and in two weeks others of the 
family contracted the disease, 
through their refusals to take proper 
precaution. 

It is a singular fact that when cases 
were properly reported and taken to the 
hospital there was no further conta- 
gion from the source. When the cases 
were allowed te remain at home it fre- 
quently spread to others. 

It is a well-established fact that vac- 
cination is a preventive of smallpox. 
yet there still lingers among many, and 
especially the ignorant classes, a preju- 
dice against it. Especially, do they »ob- 
ject, like the French population of Mon- 
treal, to be vaccinated during the prev- 
alence of an @pidemic; and even among 
those who shouid show more ‘tatelli- 
gence and information, we find now and 
then the ‘nost litter hostility to this 
simple procedure. One of our worst cases 
was a young man from Massachusetts 
whose State laws requ.re every criid 
to be vaccinated before he can enter 
the public schools. Through prejudice 
in his family he had never been vac- 
cinated. The folly of their course was 
probably fully apparent to him before 
he recovered. Another instance was in 
a family who came three years prev- 
iously from Canada. The mother fav- 
ored vaccination—the father objected; 
but on the appearance of the disease in 
Los Angeles the children were sent to 
me to be vaccinated, one of them be- 
ing quite ill at the time. Two days 
later I was called to their house and 
found the little girl who had been 
complaining, sick with genuine variola. 
I immediately revaccinated the mother. 
There was but the one case in the fam- 
ily, which surely ought to have con- 
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vinced the father of the utility and 
necessity of vaccination. This last tase 
I traced to their school, where chil- 
dren were in attendance from families 
in which were concealed cases of small- 
pox athe time. 

‘With everybody vaccinated there will 
be no smallpox, and I think people 
should be thankful that there is a law 
making vaccination compulsory in the 
schools. The medical societies every- 
where, voicing the expressions of their 
individual members, heartily and unan- 
imously favor it. In many States, and 
in California, in San Francisco, Pasa- 
dena, Sacramento and many other 
places, the public schools are open only 
to those who have been vaccinated, 
which is a move in the right direction. 

In Germany, with a population of 
50,000,000, im 1871, 143,000 died from 
smallpox. In 1874 Vaccination was 
made compulsory, so tnat the last sta- 
tistics show they have only a mortal- 
ity of 116 per year. In the Franco- 
German war in 1870 in the French 
army there were 23,000 deaths from 
smallpox, while the German army had 
only 278, and the French wounded 
were heavily visited by the disease, 
while the German wounded, having 
been vatcinated, had not a single case. 

Vaccination frequently fdils. In Los 
Angeles, of 30,000 vaccinations during 
the last epidemic, at least one-third 
had to be repeated. To this fact much 
of the prejudice against it may be 
justly accredited. Cases of smallpox 
occurring in those who have been yac- 
cinated are often cited by the oppo- 
nents of the system. “These cases are 
always those in whom the vaccination 
has been imperfect, or in whom the 
protection period has lapsed. The act 
has been performed, but with negative 
results. The virus, through age or 
something else, has no power, and 
does not “take,” or in some cases it 
takes, but after several years the in- 
dividual loses his immunity, and should 
be revaccinated, but is not: still be- 
cause he contracts the disease he 
claims that the whole theory is wrong 
and raises his voice against it. 

The experience of the past hundred 
years has proven unmistakably that 
vaccination properly performed with 
good virus and repeated every seven 
or eight years is an absolute protec- 
tion against epidemics of smallpox. To 
the misfortune of our city it is easier 
to suppress correct information con- 
cerning the disease than to exterminate 
the disease itself. 

During our last epidemic, very great 
need was felt for a suitable smallpox 
hospital, and, indeed, a suitable site 
should have been selected and a hos- 
pital established years ago. The pres- 
ent hospital was built in 1865, and en- 
larged in 1876, and is a disgrace to the 
community. That a new one has not 
been erected, though many of us have 
urged the necessity for one, in a suit- 
ably isolated locality, is the fault of 
our city authorities. 

It is undoubtedly a great mistake to 
erect expensive buildings for this pur- 
pose in whieh patients are orowded, 
with many in a ward, filling the air 
with germs of disease and causing to 
a great extent the terrible sequelae of 
blood poisoning thdt so often follow 
variola and causes many deaths. The 
pavilion plan, or a-grottp of isolated 
cottages, is the best, as they are airy, 
disconnected and afford much better 
ventilation than the ordinary style of 
buildings. At a safe distance there 
should be a house of detention where 
doubtful cases could be kept until the 
diagnosis became certain. During the 
last epidemic several cases of measles 
and other exanthemata were mistaken 
for smallpox, one of which was sent to 
the pesthouse, where he contracted the 
genuine disease. A house of detention 
would have prevented such an unfor- 
tunate occurrence. 

There should be an ambulance at- 
tached to the hospital, and under no 
circumstances should a patient be re- 
moved in a public or private convey- 
ance. During the period alluded to at 
least two cases, one of which ended in 
death, could with considerable certainty 
be traced to negligence in this respect. 

Houses and localities that have been 
infected in the past should be watched 
with suspicion, and when it is known 
that a house is infected the proper way 
is to quarantine it with all of its in- 
mates, and not, as is often the case, 
close the house against its occi pants, 
thus sending throughout the city so 
many fresh foci of the contagion. 

In view of the foregoing and con- 
sidering the existing state of feeling 
in «his community and the presence 
of smallpox, it seems to be especially 
the duty of this society, also of the 
medical fraternity at large, to unite in 
a concentrated effort and use their ut- 
most endeavors to establish among the 
people a correct and proper public senti- 
ment and harmonious action as to 
obeying the law, and a codOperation 
with the authorities in securing im- 
mediate vaccination aS a preventive 
of variola. 

Our people need enlightenment in'‘re- 
gard to sanitary matters. Much has 
been done already, but muth remains 
to be done, and when thorough vac- 
cination and revaccination are sys- 
tematically and regulaly performed, 
there will be no material left for this 
dreadful scourge. Until then we will 
be subject every few years ¢o the visi- 
tation of this easily-avoided pest. Pre- 
vention should be our watchword. 

Sanitary regulations should receive 
attention before it is too late, as wit- 
ness the lessons taught during the late 
war and in every epidemic of disease 
we have had in our midst. I repeas, 
let us give health matters at all times 
the serious attention they demand. 


IMPROVED MAIL SERVICE. 


Scheme for Quicker Distribution of 
Los Angeles Mail. 

The fact that the local postoffice ,de- 
partment is a fit subject for many im- 
provements reflects no discredit upon 
Gen. Matthews and his assistants, but 
it is rather owing to the impossibility 
of convincing the heads away in Wash- 
ington of this city’s incredible growth 
during the last ten years. Nine years 
ago when Los Angeles had a populat- 
tion of only 50,394, and was, therefore, 
scheduled by the Postoffice Department 
as a city of the second class, .the 
methods of handling and distributing 
the mail were quite satisfactory and 
sufficient; but now, when the inhabit- 
ants number something like 110,000, 
those same methods are obsolete and 
not at all capable of giving this city 
the service it requires. 

According to the rule at present in 
force, the mail for this city is supposed 
to be made up on the division between 
La Junta, Colo., and Albuquerque, N. 
M., and the railway postoffice of this 
division undoubtedly does the best it 
can, but when “making up’’ means that 
the mail for Los Angeles should be 
done up in the packages that are 
finally assigned to each carrier, marked 
with his number and only requiring 
stamping by the postoffice here, che 
difficulty of doing this may be readily 
understood. Besides the mail all 
along the route in addition to that des- 
tined for all of Southern California has 
to be assorted before it arrives at this 
city, and it is therefore the rule that 
the eastern mail comes into the local 
postoffice in a very chaotic condition. 
The result of this is ¢hat letters which 
arrive inthe morning and which should 
be distributed by the carriers on the 
first delivery, are left over until the 
afternoon and the recipients conse- 
quently complain, frequently being 
seriously inconvenienced by the delay. 

To remedy this Gen. Matthews has 
started a movement in which he hopes 
to obtain the active. assistance of all 
business men in Los Angeles. In fur- 
therance of this he has addressed a 
communication to the Board of Trade, 
the Chamber of Commerce and .the 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, which, in addition ‘to the fore- 
going facts, contains in effect the fol- 
lowing:

The rain was followed by very cold, 
weather when the temperature went 
considerably below freezing in the in- 
terior, and approached the danger 
point for citrus fruit. Heavy frost oc- 
curred at the close of the week, and 
thin ice formed in exposed places, 

No damage is reported to have oe 
curred to oranges, except late varieties, 
thoftigh some correspondents state that 


it is vet too early to ascertain if in- 
jury resulted, while others say that 
none occurred as oranges are in better 
condition to stand frost than earlier in 
the season, and besides a large portion 
of the erop has been shipped. 

The warm weather caused fruit buds 
to swell rapidly and where trees blog- 
somed,. the early blossoms were killed. 
Lemons just cut of biossom were deé-« 
stroyved, and very young trees were in- 
jured or killed. arly vegetables were 
destroyed and Ilequats much injured.

16, 
“Proposing to the People of the State 
of California an Amendment to Sec- 
tion 4 of Article I of the Constitu- 
tion of the State of California, Re- 
lating to the Free Exercise and En- 
joyment of Religious Worship.

day of January, in the year one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-nine, 
two-thirds of all the members elected 
to each house concurring, hereby pro- 
pose that Section 4 of Article I of the 
Constitution of said State be amended 


The free exercise and 
enjoyment of religious profession and 
worship, without discrimination or 
preference, shall forever be guaranteed 
in this State, but the Legislature of 
said State shall not pass any law nam- 


worship or observance, and no act, not 
otherwise unlawful, shall be made un- 
lawful by reason of its having been 
committed or performed on any par- 
ticular, designated day or days of the 
week; and no person shall be rendered 
incompetent to be a witness or juror 
on account of his opinions on matters 
of religious belief; but the liberty of 
conscience hereby secured shall 
be so construed as to excuse acts of: 
licentiousness, or justify practices in- 
consistent with the peace or safety of 


As will be observed, this amend- 
ment delivers a body blow at Sunday 
laws of all kinds, by simply taking 
away from the Legislature all power 
to enact laws designating the Christian 
Sabbath, or any other day of the week, 
worship, although the 
right of any person to observe any 
day he chooses is fully guaranteed.

But not all of the people of Manila 
belong to this class. In the native 
districts one beholds many sixhts not 
at all pleasing to the-eye.

Asparagus to Be Added to Celery. 
Frank Daniels on Mount Lowe. 

The Pacific Electric Railway Com- 
pany, which was organized the other 
day, is likely to be heard from later 
on. So far as appears above the table 
in this new game, it is to own and 
operate the Fifth-street line, running 
from the Temple Block to- Fifth on 
Main and down Fifth to the Arcade 
depot. It is probably really owned in 
the main by the same syndicate which 
controls nearly all the other lines in 
the city. Why it was not turned 
over to the syndicate, but held out 
under a separate organization is a 
puzzle as’ hard to solve as pigs in 
clover.

clear route of operations before their 
eye, the great scope given the cor- 
porations awakens the idea that it 
will prove to be a free lance, and be 
ready to make a change in any direc- 
pe in any development fight that may 
arise. 
W. H. Holabird, vice-president of 
the Santa Ana and Newport road, 
under the new organization, is in the 
city, having come up from the peat 
lands.

The damp places which 
will not do for celery are admirable 
for asparagus. Acres of this succu- 
lént and toothsome vegetable will be 
planted this year. Besides being 
shipped as it comes from the ground, it 
can be canned at a big profit. Mr. 
Hickmott puts up asparagus at Boul- 
thin Island, in the San Joaquin River, 
below Stockton, which finds a ready 
market all over the world.

MAYOR EATON PLANS FOR A 
FIRST-CLASS INSTITUTION. 


Ten Cottages to Be Erected and 
Properly Equipped—No New 
Cakes of Smallpox.

Mayor Eaton has about completed 
his plans for a new city hospital, for 
use in just such emergencies as that 
which has confronted the city authori.

His plan, which has been ap- 
proved by the Board of Health, is. to 
erect ten frame cottages with a cen- 
tral building for nurses, each of the 
cottages to contain two rooms and to 
be furnished with all conveniences.

TO BUILD A HOSPITAL. 


I'LANS FOR AN INSTITUTION LONG 
NEEDED BY THE CITY. 


Substantial Frame Cottages ta Be 
Erected at Once — Improvement 
in the Smallpox Conditions—Fire 
Commissioners Declare for An- 
other Engine-house Site. 


The Board of Health has decided upon 
2 Plan for a new city hospital, which, 
if approved by the Council which must 
authorize the erection of the buildings 
if they are erected, will give to the city 
a institution in which will be possible 
to properly care for any number of per- 
sons who may become afflicted with 
diseases that will necessitate their re- 
moval to such a_ public institution. 
When the present run of smallpox 
broke out in this city the necessity for 
% proper place at which to treat the 
patients was realized by all classes of 
citizens. The resthouse was much too 
smail for the number of cases that 
nave developed, and there were many 
persons who objected to being taken to 
bhe pesthouse, the very name of which 
was regarded by them with something 
akin to terror. It was then too late 
to erect a proper building to which 
these patients could be taken, and in 
the absence of such a place, as soon 
ps the pesthouse was filled, tents had 
o be erected near it, and in these a 
arge number of those afflicted with the 
lisease are being accommodated. The 
ents were made as comfortable as pos- 
sible. but the accommodations there 
‘were not what the health department 
wished to have. The construction of a 
place for use in just such an emergency 
nad been repeatedly advised by Health 
Officer Powers. It was also advised by 
Mayor Eaton, in his first message to 
the Council, but owing to the scarcity 
of funds in the city treasury, the 
Eaeeer took no final action on the mat- 


When the present emergenc arose 
the Board of Health, the Health Officer 
ind Mayor Eaton endeavored to se- 
‘ure the immediate construction of a 
tuitable place for the patients who 
were thrown on the city’s hands, and 
some y of the Council 
perees at such action wa essar

, is to erect ten two-room cottages, 

being 12x12, nine feet high, 


up with the proper ventilating and 
heating apparatus, and being furnished 
with bathrooms. These cottages are 
to be placed five on either side of a 
court, in the center of which will stand 
a larger building, to be occupied by 
nurses, and in which the cooking quar- 
ters for the cottages are to be pro- 
vided. The houses are to be built in 
such a manner as to be entirely weather 
proof, and the floors are to be double 
and so arranged that they can be thor- 
oughly fumigated, if that is necessary. 
The place is not to be a pesthouse, but 
a city hospital, and all the supplies nec- 
essary for such an institution are to 
be provided. There will be room for 
additional cottages, if it is found nec- 
essary to erect more of them. Each of 
the buildings will be far enough re- 
moved the other’ buildings to 
make isolation of patients possible. The 
cost of the buildings will not be great, 
but the structures will be substantial 
enough to last for many years. 

The Board of Health approved the 
Mayor's plan, and the construction of 
the buildings will be recommended to 
the City Council. Work on them will 
be commenced at once. 

The members of the board received a 
report from Health OfficerPowers as to 
the smallpox condition. Dr. Powers 
told them of the success of the plan 
of free vaccination, and reported that 
several thousand people had been vac- 
cinated since Saturday. Dr. Powers 
also officially stated that there had 
been but one new case of smallpox 
since Saturday. He said there would 
probably be others, but the present in- 
dications are that the health authori- 
ties have succeeded in almost stamping 
out the disease. The danger. he said, 
has not entirely passed, but he thought 
the worst was over. His action with 
reference to the free vaccination sta- 
tions was approved by the board. 

A long communication was received 

from property-owners residing on San 
Fedro street between Seventh and 
Eighth. They complained of the pres- 
ence at No. 781 of a Chinese laundry. 
because of the nuisance created by the 
pouring of wash water into the yards 
and gutters. The communication stated 
that the stench that arises from the 
place is at times almost unbearable. The 
matter was referred to the Health Offi- 
cer for investigation. 
East Sixth street, wrote to the Board 
of Health, calling attention to the con- 
dition of a vacant lot at No. 823 East 
Sixth street, which he said was made 
a dumping ground for all kinds of gar- 
bage. E'e also requested that in order to 
prevent a spread of disease that the 
Health Officer be directed to inspect the 
stnitary condition of the yards in the 
district between Fourth and Seventh 
street. east of Main. The letter was re- 
ferred to the Health Officer. 

A personal! letter to the Mayor which 
bore what purported to be the signa- 
ture of W. Wilkins. and which was 
signed “A Posted C'tizen,” was pre- 
sented hefore the board. The letter 
points to the danger of a spread of dis- 
ease through the presence near the 
business section cf the city of China- 
The writer suggests that the 
Chinese quarter be’ moved out cf the 
tity and that the section of the city 
now occupied by the Chirese be. thor- 
oughly cleaned. At the conclusi n of th> 
letter the writer takes a s'an at the 
Councilmen for preferring as an engine- 
heuse site property pear Second ant 
Hill, in preference to an offer of a lot 
at First and Olive streets, and asserts 
it is “a fine plot of Councilmen and 
Commissioners to spend the people’s 
money.’ One of the Councilmen who 
saw the letter expressed the belief that 
the writer was none cther than an in- 
dividual who has been haunting the 
footsteps of the members of the Coun?)

public improvements that weuld be to 
the benefit of that person's property, 
The letter was placed on fite. 


» WANT ANOTHER SITE. 


Fire Commissioncrs Demand One. 
Bill Boards and Oil Derricks. 
The Board of Fire Commissioners 
will oppose to the last the proposed 
selection of a site on Aliso street, 
near Alameda, for the engine house 
that is to be erected in that part of 
the city. This action was expected, 
for when the last joint meeting of that 
board with the Board of Public Works 
was held there was an open clash be- 
tween the two as to the selection of a 
site in that district. Some of the mem- 
bers of the Board of Fire Commission- 
ers appeared at the regular meeting of 
the City Council on Monday to protest 
against the site that the Board of 
Fublic Works had decided to recom- 
mend, but the consideration of the 
matter was postponed until the next 
meeting. Yesterday was the first 
opportunity that the Fire Commission 
had to take official action on the mat- 
ter, and they at once proceeded to do 

s 


0. 

In the absence of Mayor Eaton; Com- 
missioner Kuhrts presided, and the 
matter of the selection of the Plaza 
district engine house site was first con- 
sidered. Chief Moore, who has always 
opposed the proposed Aliso-street site, 
presented a written statement of his 
reasons for his opposition. The opin- 
ion of the Chief was of the nature of a 
report on the matter to the commis- 
sioners. It follows: 

“In the matter of the proposed pur- 
chase of the Lacour lot on Aliso street, 
east of Alameda street, for $14,000 for 
engine house purposes, I would most 
respectfully ask that some action be 
taken against the proposed selection. 
The matter has been thoughtfully con- 
sidered by this and former Boards of 
Fire Commissioners in the past, and 
it has been the unanimous opinion 
that an engine house should be main- 
tained at the Plaza, and I[ present the 
following reasons why the Plaza site 
should be continued: 

“The original recommendations upon 
which were based the estimate and 
necessity for the issuance of bonds for 
fire department purposes called for ‘a 
lot near the Plaza, with suitable build- 
ings thereon; and $20,000 was appor- 
tioned therefor. The citizens voted 
with this distinct understanding. The 
advertisement calling for bids for 
engine house lots said ‘district 19— 
lot near Plaza; preference being given 
to lots within the area bounded by 
Arcadia and Aliso streets on the south, 
Alameda street on the east, Macy 
street and the extension thereof west- 
erly on the north, and New High 
street on the west.’ The Lacour lot 
is not within the district. The Lacour 
lot is east of Alameda street, and in 
all responses west of said street the 
apparatus will be in great danger of 
collisions and stoppages with railroad 
trains, notwithstanding all precautions 
that can be observed. The company 
known as the Plaza company responds 
to thirty-four boxes west of Alameda 
street, and to seventeen boxes east of 
Alameda street. The records show 
that for the year ending November 30, 
1898, 101 alarms were responded to by 
this company west of Alameda street, 
and thirty-one alarms east of that 
street. 

“The acceptance of the Lacour’ lot 
will nécessitate the locating and main- 
tenance of another engine company to 
properly protect the district lying north 
of Temple street, west of Main to the 
Sisters’ Hospital, and to the Buena 
Vista-street bridge, thereby adding 
very considerably to the expenses of the 
department. The vast property inter- 
ests in this section and in the vicinity 
of the Plaza protest against the final 
acceptance of the Lacour lot.” 

‘The reading of this report was fol. 
lowed by a general discussion of the 
subject, during which the action of the 
meeting last Friday was explained to 
those commissioners who had not been 
at. that meeting. All of the commis- 
sioners took the same view of the mat- 
ter as Chief Moore, and the following 
resolution was adopted, and will be 
sent to the Council:

A number of owners of property in 
the vicinity of Thirty-second and Main 
streets appeared before the board to 
protest against the action taken a week 
ago in granting Thomas Darcy permis- 
sion to erect a blacksmith shop on that 
corner. The property-owners objected 
to the presence there of stich a build- 
ing, because of its alleged unsightlineas, 
and because they believed it would be 
a menace to their property from fire. 
The matter was finally referred to the 
Chief for further investigation, it being 
r‘nresented that the petitioner had 
never secured the consent of the owners 
of a majority of the property frontage 
on the block. 

BILL-BOARD NUISANCE. 


The controversy growing out of the 
efforts by property-owners in the vicin- 
itv of Westlake Fark to protect their 
property from the ercroachmeénts of the 
oil industry has reacked the Board of 
Fire Commissioners. When two weeks 
ago the Mayor signed the new  ordi- 
nance forbidding the operation of oil 
wells within 1600 feet of Westlake 
l‘ark he sent to the Council a message 
in Which he suggested the establish- 
ment of a fire district, with the park 
as a center, and the pruper regulation 
of the oil industry within such a dis- 
trict. That message was referred to 
the Board of Fire Commissioners, and 
it was considered yesterday for the 
first time. The subject was discussed 
at length, and the powers of the city 
to regulate the oil business were er- 
Commissioner Herron, who is 
an oil producer, did not like the idea 
suggested by the Mayor, and promptly 
said so. He declared that he was es 
much in favor of the protection of the 
parks as anybody, and he was also 
very much in favor of the protection 
of private property. “We should go 
slow about throttling an industry that 
has done so much for the city as the 
oil industry has within the past two 
or three years,’’ said he. ‘“‘There is a 
possibility that an injust'ce mav he 
done the oil men. end we should be 
careful to avoid that. This is not a 
ore-sided matter at a'l. 1 do not agree 
with the Mayer's ideas, for I cannct see 
why we should undertake to protect 
and improve the property of Mr. Wi'- 
shire. who has headed a number of 
petitions on this subject, when In order 
to do so we take action that is detri- 
mental to what is a public benefit. 

“Complaint is made of the precence of 
derricks near residences, and it has 
all derricks 


ar> un- 
sichtly,” continued the-commissioner, 
“but for my part I eonsider the pres- 


ence of a derrick rnesr a house less 
obnoxious thar a two-story or three- 
story bil! board. that shuts out the air 
and the light from the neighboring 
houses. Mr. Wilshire would have al! 
derricks removed, yet he plazes his bi'l- 
boards tight against other. people's 
property. for nobodv’s profit but h’‘s 
own. I dp not consider it justice.” 

No final action was taken on the mat- 
ter. it being decided that the full board 
shall make an invertieation together, 
and. if necessarv, visit the o'l fields: 
to ascertain what the best course 
will be. : 

The netitions of Miller & Co. and of 
the Diamond Coal Company for per- 
mission to erect and maintain large 
o!l tanks near their places of business 
were denied. and the secretarv of the 
board was directed to notify the com- 
penies that tre citv ordinances pro- 
hibit the erection of such tanks. The 
retition of the California Sean Com- 
pany for permission to operate a boiler 
and engine at its plant was granted 
on recommendation of the Chief. 

The Chief reported that dur'ne the 
past week there had been nine alarms 
of tire, the aecregnte loss heing £100.

NO NEW CASES REPORTED. 
Great Improvement in Conditions 
With Reference to Smallpox. 
No new cases of smallpox developed 
yesterday, although several were ex- 
pected. The number of suspected cases 
reported was larger than usual, and 
Health Officer Powers, who, with his 
assistants, is making a personal inves- 
tigation of every such case reported, 
was kept going from one part of the 
city to another. At the time of the 
special meeting of the Board of Health 
at noon, Dr. Powers had tompleted his 
examination of about half of these 
suspected cases, and during the after- 
noon others were reported. He com- 
pleted the work of investigating these 
reports last night and at 9 o'clock last 
night it was officially announced from 
the Health Office that not one of the 

suspected cases was smallpox. 

There has been no decrease in the 
number of vaccinations at the four free 
vaccination stations established by or- 
der of the Board of Health, and at 
some of them yesterday’s business was 
the largest for ‘any day since the sta- 
tions have been opened. The vaccina- 
tions are by no means confined to chil- 
dren, but among those who receive the 
service are citizens of all classes and 
ages. No fee whatever is charged for 
the vaccination, and although a num- 
ber of persons have offered to pay for 
it the physicians in charge of the sta- 
tions will not accept a cent. 

The condition of the patients at the 
hospital is improving without an ex- 
ception, and unless something unlooked 
for happens all will recover. 

In the announcement of the death 
thaj occurred at the hospital Wednes- 
day a mistake was made by the au- 
thorities there in the name of the de- 
ceased. The name given out by them 
was that of Charles J. Witham. There 
is no such person in this city. The 
name of the person who died was 
Francis J. Witham, whose home awas at

THE: END IN SIGHT. 


Water Arbitration Will Be Com- 
pleted Within a Week. 

The hearing evidence by the 
board of arbitrators as to the value 
of the plant of the Los Angeles City 
Water Company wilk probably be con- 
cluded by the end of ‘this week or the 
first part of next. City Attorney Haas 
stated yesterday that he saw no rea- 
son why the entire matter could not be 
submitted by next Wednesday, although 
of course something may happen which 
will prevent it. The evidence for the 
water company is about all in and 
the city will take up but litle time in 
the presentation of evidence in rebut- 
al. It is expected that the members 
of the board will take about two weeks 
to decide upon what their report will 
be and to prepare that report. 

The regular session of the board of 
arbitrators yesterday was not produc- 
tive of any surprises. At the morning 
session Engineer Keirsted of Kansas 
City closed his testimony, making cer- 
tain corrections in the figures that he 
had given before and explaining cer- 
tain points in his evidence with more 
attention to detail than formerly. At 
the afternoon session Engineer Mulhol- 
land of the water company again took 
the stand and testified as to the cost of 
trenching, the amount that should be 
allowed for the lead in the joints of the 


large mains, and other such technical 
matters. 


To Establish a Grade. 

The owners of the property on New 
England gtreet between Washington 
street and the northern termination of 
that street, have petitioned the City 
Council-to cause the grade on that 
street to be established. This action is 
to be taken preparatory to the complete 
improvement of the street. 


Controversy Settled. 

A conference of the propery-owners 
residing in the vicinity of Paloma and 
Fourteenth streets was held yesterday 
morning in the office of the City En- 
gineer for the purpose of settling the 
old controversy over the grade of that 
street intersecticn. The matter has 
been before the city authorities in va- 
rious shapes for the past four years, the 
property-owners being unable to agree 
upon a grade. The question has been 
the cause of the display of much feel- 
ing at times, and it seemed that it 
would never be settled. All of the in- 
terested property-owners were repre- 
sented at the meeting yesterday, and 
by mutual concessions a plan was 
adopted which will, it is thought, be 
satisfactory to all concerned. 


MYSTERIOUS WITNESS. 


FRANK CLEGHORN MEETS WITH AN 
ACCIDENT. 


His Testimony Taken at His Bed- 
side, bat Today He Will Prob- 
ably De Summoned into Court. 
Experts on Guns and Cotton 
Sheeting. 


Probably the defense will close their 
case today in the trial of Joe Hunter 
for the murder of the Garvanza laun- 
dryman, bat before that point is actu- 
ally reached the most interesting testi- 
mony of thé enffre trial will be sub- 
mitted. 

The defendant may go uponthe stand 
in his own behalf, and if he does he 
will have to swer some questions on 
cross-examination that every one is 
eager to henr answered, not only re- 
garding the events «hat took place im- 
mediately preceding the alleged time 
of the murder, but on the succeeding 
days. So far as the night of the 3lst 
itself is concerned, Joe Hunter is on 
record that after leaving Al Barrell’s 
saloon until next morning when Johnny 
Hunter rode on horseback up to his 
window his mind is a blank. He was 
besottedly drunk and all recollection of 
returning to the saloon with Harry 
Clark, his visit to his brother George's 
house, his return home, and the visit 
of the Allec girls, who were entertained 
at supper, are all foreign to his mem- 
ory, and Joe Hunter knows of «hem, 
so he has sworn, only by the reports 
from outsiders. But on the day fol- 
lowing and the day after that Joe 
Hunter has knowledge of where he went 
and what he did, and it is barely pos- 
sible that his memory may have clari- 
fied since he was last examined, like 
some other witnesses who have tesr¢i- 
fied for the defense, and he may be able 
to have a glimmering recollection of 
something that was said or done on 
the night of the killing itself. 

The other witness to be heard from 
is Frank Cleghorn, one of the defen- 
dant’s deputies. Throughout the Clark 
and Hunter trials Cleghorn has figured 
as a somewhat mysterious personage. 
Whenever it appeared from the testi- 
mony that Hunter was apparently 
drifting into a tight corner; Cleghorn 
would pop in and cause a diversion. He 
has been a kind of king pin that could 
move in and out over the field of action 
without apparently much _ restraint. 
Under the circumstances it was with 
regret that the intimation made by 
John T. Jones, Esq., was heard yester- 
day afternoon that Cleghorn had met 
with an accident and was confined to 
his bed. It was stated that he had 
been knocked down and run over by a 
bicycle, and his injuries were such that 
his physician would not permit him to 
get out of bed. As stated elsewhere, 
his testimony was taken at his bed- 
side and was to have been read by the 
stenographer to the jury from the’short- 
hand notes. But that wasn’t done, and 
the court adjourned instead. 


will this morning demand that Frank 
Cleghorn appear in court for examina- 
tion, if the defense desires to put him 
forward as a witness. It is reported 
that he is doing well in bed, but there 
is a hiatus in his memory, too, for he 
has not a very perfect recollection of 
all the circumstances in connection 
with being run over and doesn’t remem- 
ber, if he ever knew, the name of the 
wicked cyclist who ran him down. 

While Cleghorn may have to go upon 


that’ was only a trial heat, and today 
he will probably have warmed up and 
may be able to reconcile some of the 
still numerous discrepancies that exist 
in the case. 

Yesterday the most interesting testi- 
mony put in was, perhaps, that given 
regarding the now notable sheet. This 
blood-stained exhibit was deposited by 
the undertaker who stripped ‘Wong 
Sing’s body, with CHinaman’s 
clothing in the bundle that was sent 
to the County Jail): and, as has been 
conclusively shown, was received there. 
On the Clark trial all the exhibits. re- 
quired were brought from the criminal 
exhibit-room to the Courthouse—with 
one exception. The exception was ‘the 
sheet in question that was obtained by 
some undiscovered person and brought 
into court to help to convict. Clark. 
No other exhibits were brought from 
the jail and put in by way of evidence 
at that time, and when it was desired 
to use them in the Hunter case, it was 
found they had vanished and left no 
‘trace behind. No explanation was given, 
but within the last day or two it has 
been whispered that a dog chewed them 
up in the basement of the jail. 


It is safe to say that the prosecution: 


the witness stand today, he was ex-. 
amined at some length yesterday, but 


est in his endeavor to prove that ex- 
hibits could not be tampered with. His 
efforts in this direction were not strik- 
ingly effective, for the clerk in charge 
of the criminal, exhibit room said that 
as the exhibits in the Clark case were 
left for safe keeping and not for rec- 
ord, he took no note of them, and didn’t 
know that the sheet had been actually 
in his possession at all. 

All this eagerness over the sheet is 
because of its being riddled with shot 
holes. At least Police Officer Fowler 
and Detective Con Mallory said they 
were shot holes, and they were put 
forward as experts, and as Philip Be- 
gay or Begue, another of the defend- 
ant’s deputies, testified that he had 
crept under the Hunter house and seen 
the sheet swathed around the head of 
the dead Chinaman with the “gun shot 
holes over the face,’ and the deceased 
had been terribly shot in the face, it 
has. been settled to the satisfaction of 
the defense that the holes are shot 
holes and the deceased was shot 
through the sheet. ’ 

But the prosecution cricket and moth 
expert has yet to be heard from in 
rebuttal. The Chinaman’s face bore 
marks of a wound like an auger hole 
where the shot went in almost solid, 
and there are no signs of scattering 
shot. The sheet shows a scatter of 
six to eight inches, according to the 
defense themselves. No bits of sheet- 
ing were found driven into the wound 
by the doctor who made the autopsy, 
an inevitable consequence if the shot 
had first penetrated the sheet. The 
face, too, Was powder-burned, and a 
sheet, however thin, would scarcely 
permit of such a thing. On the sheet 
itself the edge of the big rent where 
the solid shot supposedly penetrated is 
not singed, and in other ways does 
not conform to the requirements un- 
der such circumstances. 

But if the theory that the Chinaman 
was shot through the sheet has to be 
abandoned, the theory of murder for 
robbery has to be abandoned, and the 
defense’s arraignment of Clark falls 
to the ground, and for reason: If rob- 
bery was all that was intended, there 
existed no motive for firing two shots, 
for either one meant death, and which- 
ever one was fired first laid the China- 
man prosfrate. On the other hand, 
the two shots fired. as testified to, al- 
most simultaneously could only be ac- 
counted for on a theory of drunken 
frenzy. The defense choose to lay 
their I'ne of defense on the hypotheses 
that the first shot downed the man, 
Clark wrapred the sheet around him 
in order to dispose of the body, and 
felt the body auiver with a spark of 
vet remaining life. Another shot, and 
throveh the sheet. gave Wong Sing 
Hay his final quietus. 

FIXING THE TIME. 

The proceedings began by Emma G. 

Gillingham, who was stenographer in 
Mr. Murphy’s office last year, testify- 
ing that Hunter called at the office dur- 
ing the afternoon of May 31 to inquire 
for the attorney.’ She could not say 
whether Nealis was with him or not. 
Joseph Givia, the proprietor of the 
grocery store on Buena Vista and Al- 
pine streets, testified that Hunter and 
Nealis came to his plece about 5 o’clock 
on the afternoon of May 31, and re- 
mained about three-quarters of an hour 
or, perhaps, an hour. Nealis got into 
an argument with a man named Math- 
ews, and attracted attention by his 
loud talking. Witness had recollection 
of the day, because he charged the 
drinks up to Joe Hunter in the ordi- 
nary way. 
On cross-éxamination witness said he 
didn’t know-how the defendant arrived 
or went away, but Joe was slightly in- 
toxicated only, and Nealis was sober. 

City Tax Collector White, who was 

county jailer last June, testified to the 
offensive odor arising from the shoes 
worn by Harry Clark at the time of his 
arerst. He explained the matter by say- 
ing that he had hidden in the closet at 
Engilehardt’s. 
On cross-examination 
said Sheriff Burr was present when 
Clark made the explanation, and the 
matter was discussed by the officers at 
the time. The witness conceded that he 
had not stated anything regarding the 
matter at any previous examination, as 
he had never been questioned on that 
point. He said the shoes were so Offen- 
sive that he ordered one of the trus- 
ties to nut.them in the garbage can, 
and they were sent out of the jail. 

This latter statement was a mistake 
on the part of the witness, however, as 
Clark’s shoes were produced in evi- 
dence at his trial. 

R. A. Bird, the ex-secretary of G. J. 
Griffith, who was convicted of forging 
his employer's signature to several 
checks and. is now in the County Jail 
pending the appeal of his case to the 
Supreme Court, was next put forward 
to give Harry Clark a_ knock. Bird 
and Clark were cell mates for a time, 
but were separated not long ago. 

The witness testified that on one 
occasion he asked Clark what his 
chances for a new trial were, and he 
answered that he didn’t know. Then 
he asked him why he hadn't told at his 
trial the same story that he told later 
at the preliminary examination, and 
to that Clark replied: “How the —— 
could I? I had never thought about it.’’ 

On cross-examination Bird said that 
he had been on good terms with Clark 
and had not concocted the Httle story 
for purposes of revenge. This is the 
remark that, when first mooted by Mr. 
Jones in his interrogation of Harry 
Clark, prompted a number of the pris- 
oners in. the County Jail to sign a 
“round robin’ to the effect that Bird 
was thoroughly and absolutely unprin- 
cipled and that even in the jail few of 
the prisoners would speak to him. 

EXPERTS ON SHOOTING. 

Police Officer Fowler went on the 
stand ¢o testify to Harry Clark’s bad 
reputation for truth and veracity, -and 
also to speak as an expert on shooting. 
He stated that he had examined. the 
holes in the sheet and he believed they 
had been caused by a load of shot fired 
from a shctgun. 

Witness stated on cross-examination 
that he had on a previous occasion ex- 
amined a piece of cloth that had been 
penetrated by shot. He thought as a 
matter of necessity the sheet must have 
been folded when it was penetrated, 
and he would judge it must have been 
about six feet from the muzzle of the 
gun. If the sheet had been over the 
face the witness thought that probably 
the shot penetrated to some extent into 
the flesh. 

“And if the hole in the face was like 
an auger hole, without any scattered 
shot, it would not explain the scattered 
shot, would it?’ inquired Gen. Jones, 
but that question was objected to very 
strongly. 

George G. Smith, an old man that 
does odd chores about Hoffman’s sa- 
loon. stated that about 1:30 or 2 o’clock 
on the day after the killing, he saw 
Joe Hunter. He had been drinking, and 
laid down on the lounge in one of the 
rooms. He remained there until 3 or 
4 o’clock, and when Frank Cleghorn 
came along he got into the buggy with 
him. On the night before Hunter was 
at the saloon at about 7:30 or 8 o’dlock. 
He had had about a glass of whisky. 

On. cross-examination the witness 
said he first saw Joe on the Wednes- 
day morning about 9 o’clock, when he 
came on foot from his place. The wit- 
ness could not remember what time 
the officers arrived, or at what time 
they went away. 

Con B. Mallory, who was deputy 
sheriff and detective in the District At- 
torney'’s office last year, said that he 
was:an all-round sportsman, and had a 
knowledge of firearms. He said that 
he ‘had examined the sheet in evi- 
dence, and was positive the holes were 
made by a shotgun. He said that he

folded, and he thought the shot had 
scattered from six to eight inches. The 
witness saii he remembered the sheet 
being in evidence at the Clark trial. 

“Can you form an idea at what dis- 
tance the gun was held?” inquired Gen.

Mr. Appel then put a series of ques- 
tions, to which affirmative answers 
were made, tendng to show that all ex® 
hibits were in charge of the District 
Attorney or County Clerk’s office, and 
that tampering with them was impos- 
sible. Counsel did not allude, how- 
ever, to the Chinaman’s clothing that 
was carried into the County Jail and 
had there mysteriously disappeared. 
THE WAGON NEWLY LOCATED. 

Benjamin Marion Foster, a colored 
man, employed at Hunter’s blacksmith 
shop close to Hoffman’s saloon, testi- 
fied to seeing Joe Hunter about twenty- 
five minutes past seven on the evening 
of May 31. He was at Barrell’s saloon 
and went toward Hoffman’s with. his 
uncle. Twenty minutes later he re- 
turned and passed Barrell’s going to- 
ward home. He stopped long enough 
to inquire where his rig was, and was 
told by someone that Nealis had taken 
it. The witness said Hunter w there 
drunk. He returned later again with 
Clark and they had a drink and treated 
the witness, Clark paying for the 
drinks and a 50-cent bottle of whisky. 
Then they left. 

On morning svitness saw 
Joe riding down to Kohlman’s, and on 
toward the slaughter house. About 
half an hour later Harry Clark came 
down from the house and asked for Joe. 
and witness told him that he was at 
Hoffman’s. 

On cross-examination the witness 
said he noticed that it was twenty-five 
minutes past seven on the night of May 
31 avhen he saw Joe Hunter, because he 
had to shut the water off. He looked 
up, and saw the sun was down, and 
noticed the Chinaman’s wagon stand- 
ing about twenty or twenty-five yards 
in front of Joe Hunter’s. It was 
shortly after that that Joe Hunter re- 
turned up the road going to his house. 
It was then about ten minutes to eight 

*clock. 

° In Tae to the court the witness 
said that when he saw the wagon the 
horse was headed toward the Hunter 
house. 

William M. Mathews, working for the 
street department, testified to being 
in Gioia’s Buena Vista street saloon on 
May 31, where he got involved in a 
dispute with Nealis. Hunter and 
Nealis remained sometime and the 
witness didn’t know what time they 


left, but when he left between 5 and 6, 


o’clock they were still there. 

On cross-examination the witness 
said he could not be positive that it 
was on the last day of May, and he 
had often seen Hunter there, but he 
knew it was in the last days of May 
sometime. 

The deposition of Bertrand Begay 
was next read to the jury by Mr. Jones, 
wherein he testified to having kept a 
butcher’s store on the corner opposite 
to Gioia’s store on Buena Vista street. 
On May 31 he deposed that he had seen 
Joe Hunter in the store about half past 
5, and noticed that he was slightly In- 
toxicated though not drunk. The wit- 
ness, who is over 74 years of age, de- 
posed that he had a drink in the store 
and then returned across the street to 
his own place. 


SOME LEGAL EXPERIMENTS. 


Horace H. Appel, of defending coun- 
sel, went on the witness stand to tell 


of some experiments he had supervised 
at the Hunter place. He and Dick Hun- 
ter had gone underneath the house to 
where the body of the Chinaman was 
found, and there discovered that the 
earth was moist with blood. He scraped 
a quantity up and brought it away and 
submited the grewsome exhibit‘to the 
court. The witness said he experi- 
enced no difficulty in getting under- 
neath the house, and while there Dick 
Hunter caught him by the fpot and 
dragged him for some distance. Mr. Ap- 
pel said he weighed then 180 pounds 
and his companion about 150 pounds. 

On cross-examination the witness 
said he would not say positively that 
the earth was moistened with blood, 
but he thought it was from the odor; 
nor did he think that the earth could 
absorb the odor of decomposition from 
the body that had lain upon it. 

‘On redirect Mr. Appel told of an ex- 
periment made on Tuesday night when 
one person carried another from off 
Clark’s bed and stowed him underneath 
the house in ten minutes. The man that 
did the carrying weighed, witness be- 
lieved, 123 pounds. 

W. D. Newell, a local plumber, was 


timer at the Tuesday-night experiment, 
and Mr. Nealis was the person that was 
dragged underneath the house. The 
latter stated that he had been just 
weighed, and tipped the beam at 140 
pounds. B. Tappier, a Mexican, weigh- 
ing 123 pounds, also showed himself on 
the stand. 

Cc. V. Penkharp, who resided at La 
Crescenta last year, told of Harry 
Clark’s visit to his place and of his 
desiring to see a newspaper. 

Then Mrs. Gregg, who keeps house 
for George Hunter, went upon the wit- 
ness stand and enlarged upon the testi- 
mony given by her at the several prev- 
ious examinations. She said that on the 
morning after the killing she crossed to 
Joe Hunter’s house and noticed Harry 
Clark in his bedroom standing by the 
window washing something. When he 
saw her he pulled down the blind. Wit- 
ness found the back door locked and 
called out, and then Clark opened the 
door and she entered. Witness wanted 
some crackers and flour, and on going 
to the pantry she asked where Joe was, 
upon which Clark said: “He’s in bed, 
for God’s sake, don’t wake him up.” 

A little later the witness made a 
second trip to Joe’s house, and when 
Harry Clark came again from his bed- 
room to meet her she said he shut the 
door behind him. He was wiping his 
hands, and said if he had known Leti- 
tia hadn’t taken the irons over he 
would have taken them himself. 

The witness said on one of these 
visits Harry wore a sweater, but she 
couldn’t remember whether it was the 
first or second time she saw h On 
each occasion he 
ferently.

BANKERS’ ALLIANCE, 


Hidden Assets Collected—Dividend 

7. to Be Declared. 

William J. Washburn, receiver of the 
defunct Bankers’ Alliance, filed his first 
annual report yesterday with the 
County Clerk, and Judge Allen ap- 
. pointed March.13 -for - hearing. The 
“document is voluminous and sets forth 

some interesting features of the his- 
tory of the corporation and its peculiar 
methods of transacting business, a por- 
tion of which was outlined in the papers 
about a year ago, when the company 

hed the end of its rope and went 
into a receiver’s hands. 

Receiver Washburn recites the fact 
that just previous to his appointment 
the alliance entered into a contract 
with ¢he Chicago Guaranty Fund Life 
Society, and that under the terms of 
the contract then made public the as- 
signment of business to the Chicago 
company was without consideration. 
This seemed a peculiar transaction to 
the receiver, and: he started an in- 
vestigation, making a trip to Chicago 

or the purpose, and se- 

ured sufficient evidence to war- 

rant’ him in declaring that a 
secret agreement had existed between 
‘ the life society and the alliance, where- 
by certain officers of the latter were to 
receive campensation for turning the 
business of that institution over to the 
Chicago corporation, and he reports 
tHat he has been successful in getting 
the Chicago corporation to turn $10,000 
over to him, instead of to the officers of 
_ the company, in line with the secret 
agreement.

At the time the company went into 
‘the hands of the receiver it was notor- 
ous, having not only been misman- 
aged, but having been the victim eof 
fraud on the part of certain men con- 
nected with it, who covered = their 
crooked work by the permitted use of 
the names of a number of prominent 
citizens of this city, who evidently did 
not closely scrutinize the work of the 
corporation. 

The Bankers’ Alliance was organ- 
ized in 1888, as a result of work done 
by Capt. F. J. Cressey, who has been 
the organizer of a* numer of insur- 
ance schemes which have come to 
grief. The first officers of the alliance 
were D. Gilbert: Dexter, president; F. 
J.“Cressey, secretary; F. C. Howes, 
treagurer, and T. M. Priest, superin- 
tendeRt of agenciés. Dexter held the 


presiden for but three months, be- 
ing succhaged by H. Sinsabaugh, who 
continued the office from January, 


1889, to January, 1892, he being suc- 
ceeded by Gen. E. P. Johnson, who 
remained in office until April, 1897, 
when J. O. Curry came from Chicago 
and assumed the presidency, bringing 
about the deal withthe Chicago com- 
pany, and who rematmed at‘ the helm 
until the receiver appointed. 


Cressey -held the office of secretary 


from the organization of the alliance 
until September, 1890, being’ succeeded 
by C. H Kopf, who remained in the 
office as acting secretary’ until Janu- 
ary, 1891. J. N. Russell, Jr., held the 
office of secretary from June, 1891, to 
August, 1896, when E. P. Johnson, Jr., 
went in as assistant and acting secre- 
tary, remaining in that position until 
the collapse of the company. 

E. E. Bostwick was made comptrol- 
ler- (a new office) and secretary in 
April, 1897, and remained in that posi- 
tion until the company went into the 
receiver's hands, trying to straigthen 
out the affairs of the company. 

The Alliance from the first began to 
do a good business in this section, es- 
pecially, the names of substantial citi- 
zens who consented to fill nominal po- 
sitions in the company’s board of of- 
ficers being used for all they were 
worth. In 1891 there was $3,792,000 in- 
surance in force, which was increased 
in 1894 to over $10,000,900, and in 1897 
it had increased to $15,750,000. 

About 1893 the disbursements of the 
company began to get beyond the 
point of safety, they having reached 
$74,101, but this was only the begin- 
ning, for they mounted up steadily 
until 1896, when they reached $247,978. 

At this time it was evident that some 
radical change must be made to save 
the company, and the accident ben- 
efits, which had been a feature of the 
company’s scheme, were divorced from 
the life insurance. 

It was at this time that there ap- 
peared on the scene the two men whose 
names are mentioned in the receiver's 
report in connection with the :credit 
for $7500, the same amount which he 
says he has recovered on account of 
the misappropriation of funds, L. E. 
Replogle and D. W. C. Merriam. They 


were Chicago men, and they took hold. 


of the company with a view to plac- 
ing it on a stronger footing. At the 
same time quite a number of the lead- 
ing members of the company severed 
their connection with the company. 

Notwithstanding the condition of the 
company at that time, the notorious 
State Insurance Commissioner, M. R. 
Higgins, in December, 1896, gave fhe 
company a certificate in which he most 
highly commended the “conservative” 
manner in which its affairs were be- 
ing conducted. 

The management of the company at 
that time was of the loosest kind, the 
company not only paying salaries 
which ranged up to $500 per month, but 
leaving to the agents working on a 
commission all returns for three 
months, and actually paying the medi- 
cal examiners’: fees out of the treasury 
of the company. 

' When President J. O. Curry and 
others closed the deal with the Chi- 
cago Guaranty Fund Life Society, 
whereby that organization was to take 
up the insurance of the members of 
the Bankers’ Alliance, the latter was 
bankrupt beyond hope of redemption, 
and yet many of those carrying insur- 
ance in the local institution refused to 
be so transferred. This brought the 
matter to an issue, and the company 
went into the receiver’s hands. But 
then it was claimed that the local com- 
pany was to receive nothing for its 
good will, and the statement of the re- 
ceiver that he has discovered evidence 
of the existence of a secret agreement 
and has collected $10,000 upon it, is no 
surprise to any one. That he has also 
recovered $7500 of the money misap- 
vropriated is only evidence of the 
fraud which was perpetrated and is no 
measure of the fraud, while there is 
nothing. by which to gauge the loss 
suffered by the company through gross

It will be observed that the table re- 
fers only to the national banks of New 
York City, and does not take into ac- 
count the amount of bankers’ money 
deposited in the State banks and trust 
companies here. 

Taking these figures as a basis of ar- 
gument, the American Banker thus 
states the case as to cheap money: 

“Obscure towns are able to sell their 
securities on an income basis to in- 
vestors of 3 and 4 per cent. Railway 
bonds are refunded at rates approxi- 
mating 3 per cent. First-class railway 
securities bearing 5. 6, 7 and 8 per 
cent. are currently selling in the market 
at prices which yield to the buyer not 
much cver 4 ner cént., and in some 
cases less than 4 per cent. New York 
Central, 4 per cent., to give an example 
of many, are selling to yield 2.85 per 
cent. And despite this tendency of in- 
come from first-class investments to 
diminish. there never was so much 
money offered for investment to New 
York Stock Exchange interests than 
just now. 


COMERCIAL. 

FoR —-CRIENTAG TRADE: 
Consul-General Goodnow. from Shang- 
hai writes to a friend in New York: 

“[ need not impress it upon you that 
Americans must now push more strong- 
ly than ever for the trade of China. 
You have seen the situation, its possi- 
bilities and dangers. If the trade goes 
into other hands new it is lost to. us 
for many years to come. Mest of our 
manufacturers, boving had a sufficient 
home market (which is the best im the 
world,) have not feit the necessity o° 
reaching out for this, our next best 
market, and cone vet to be developed 
They hve been content ta do business 
in a half-hearted wav in Asia and have 


not taken thc trouble te mak then- 
selves accunirted wit the barking 
methocs. the shipring methods. 
the varicvs in force. the 


climate. the superstitions and the de- 
tails of the recds era customs of the 
people. Incaseswhichhave beonbrought 
to my knowl:d¢ee manufac‘urers of cct- 
ton goods 


refused to make anv 
except the width which is b°si suited 
for American markets, although the 


demand her? is for arother width. This 
is a peculiar people. who will buy noth- 
ing if they canroet get exactly what 
they want, put up and labeled as their 


. customs and superstitions dictate. The 


supply must fit the demonds. Our peo- 
ple do not realize their oppertunities 
here. A Chinese vicercy who is con- 
sidered anti-foreign, stated a few days 
ezo that he was always willing to have 
Americans come into his viceroyalty to 
open mines, establish manufactures, 
and do any kind of business, but he did 
rot want other fore'gnoers. ‘But,’ he said, 
“Americans do not ask for these things, 
while other foreigners are always ask- 
ing for them.’ An expositon here will 
increase the variety of our trade, which 
is now largely in a few great staples 
only. Many of our important manufac- 
tures are unrepresented | here. You 
cannot buy an American hat in Shang- 
hai. I know of only one store where 
American shces are sold. and it has 
very few fer ladies. Collars. stockings 
ties, and live articles -f sentlemen’s 
wearing arpavel of American make are 
not found in Shaneha'’. House furniture 
is very costly, and none comes from 
America. American underwear cannot 
be bought here, except the coarsest 
Find. I might multiply instances 0° 
American business which is done here 
by men of other nationalities. A leadinz 
American commercial tbody is today 
represented in China by a German, an 
able, scientific man, but his friends. 
his thoughts, and his ambitions are all 
German. Our steel manufacturers are 
all represented here by firms of foreign 
nationality, as is also true of our 
steamship lines. The bulk of our cotton 
goods is handled by~firms of other nu- 


tienality. Even some of'our American 


firms are officered by Englishmen: and 
I was told within the week by the head 
salesman of an American firm, h'mself 
an Englishman, that none but the 
coarsest prints were made in America— 
that it was necessary to go to Ene- 
land for fine prints.”’ 


THE PETROLEUM MARKET. There 
are a good many people :n the s«tion 
who are so much interested in the »: jee 
of crude oil as to desire to see it quoted 
by newspapers. Now, it is not an easy 
task to do this so that it will be satis- 
factory to most people, or useful to anv. 
Oil is not a commodity of general use 
like flour or sugar. It is really as hard 
to quote as town lots. The buyers are not 
so numerous to creat great competition. 
and the sellers are tao many, and some 
of them financially too weak to hold 
out for top prices. There is a great deal 
ef difference in qualityeof the oil. 

.Some is almost pure carbon matter and 
some is mixed more or less. There is 
more or less salt water and sediment in 
a g00d deal of oil. Buyers test each load 
of oil to see how it burns. and how 
much waste there is in it. The poor oj} 
is in poor demand at all times, and the 
g00d oil is generally in. good demand. 
The buyers do business closely. They 
know some of the producers want 
money, and search about the field until 
they find the one who wants it most. 
All this results in a wide margin of 
prices. Poor oil sells at 30 to 40 cents 
a barrel, when a buyer is found who 
wants some, and will take that qual- 
ity. Fair sells at 45 to 55. good at 60 to 
75, and the best at 80 to 90 cents. These 
prices are in the field. The cost of de- 
livery is 5 to 10 cents a barrel. Such 
quotations are not much of a guide, 
and each purchase is made on the best 
terms the two parties can make. 


THE FARMER’S SHARE. The final 
estimate of the crops raised in the 
United States in 1898 made by the sta- 
tistician of the Department of Agricul- 
ture shows that the wheat crop was 
the largest on record, the yield being 
675,148,705 bushels, against 630,000,000 
bushels in 1897, and 611,780,000 in 1891, 
the largest yield previously reported, 
The crop of corn was 1,924,184,660 bus®- 
els, and oats 730,905,643 bushels in 1898, 
varying but little from the previous 
yields. In point of value corn is first 
on the list, bringing $552.023,428 into the 
pockets of the farmers. Hay comes next, 
with a value of $398,060.647, followed 
closely by wheat, which brought $392,- 
770,320. Oats realized $186,405.364; pota- 
toes, $79,574,772; barley, $23,064,359: rye, 
$21,875,350; buckwheat, $5,271,462.

PASADENA. 


MRS. BAKER RETURNS TO INVESTI- 
GATE NER AFFAIRS, 


She Had No Accounting from Her 
Agent for Two Years—No Re- 
ceipts from Her Buildings and 
Over 8500 Taxes to Pay. 


PASADDNA, Feb. 8.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.}] When the list of tax delinquents 
was published, the name of Mrs. Sarah 
W. Baker of Buffalo, N. Y., appeared in 
the schedule as indebted to the city in the 
Sum of $520. As Mrs. Baker was known to 
be a lady of large means, this item oc- 
casioned considerable surprise and one 
of her friends wrote to her about it. No- 
body was qvite so astonished as she was, 
and she at once arranged to visit Califor- 
nia, to see about the condition of her prop- 
erties here, which she had left in charge 
of William H. Barto. She arrived in Pasa- 
dena last night and today has been look- 
img for Mr. Barto, but has been unable to 
find him, though he was seen in the city 
yesterday. This morning she paid up the 
city tax and the penalty, and she finds 
that she must go to Los Angeles tomorrow 
and pay a county tax, which also has a 
penalty attached. 

' Mrs. Baker has transferred the manage- 

affairs to a real estate firm 
in this city. She states that she has had 
no accounting of receipts and expenditures 
rom Mr. Barto for two years. She owns 
a brick building and a cottage on Fair 
Oaks avenue, two buildings on Green street 
and a house at Olivewood, besides other 
properties in other rts of California. 

oO figures are at hand, but her new man- 
agers make out that Barto owes her in the 
neighborhood of $1000. 

Mre. Baker is a lady of a remarkably 
pieasant disposition, and she accepts the 
situation very serenely. ‘‘No, I shall not 
sue Mr. Barto for the amount or do any- 
thing about it,’’ she said this afternoon. ‘‘I 
have not ho a word from him for two 


I certainly thought the 
ad aH been paid. The condition 
in which I find things surprises me. I am 
a Christian Scientist and I don’t believe in 
doing anything to injure anybody. I shall 
let the money go.”’ 7 

Mrs. Baker is so thoroughly at peace with 
all the world that she paid today a num- 
ber of small bills which Barto had con- 
tracted for repairs on her buildings. All 
the.money coming to her from her tenants 
was $15. Some of them claimed they bad 
paid rentals in advance. 

The Times correspondent called at Bar- 
to’s former quarters this afternoon, but he 
was not there. Just fore coming out 
bere; Mrs. Baker sent orders to tenants 
to stop ying rent to Barto. This is Mrs. 
Baker's first visit to Pasadena for six years. 
She formerly resided here and went east 
to educate her daughter.

SANTA MONICA. 


City Attorney Preparing to Bring 
Suite Against Druggists. 
SANTA MONICA, Feb. 8.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] In compliance with the instruc- 
‘tions received from the City Trustees, the 
City Attorney will on Friday file in the City 
Recorder’s court suits against M. S. Volk- 
man and W. H. R. Sulliger for $299.99 each. 
The order of the City Trustees instructing the 
city’s legal representative to institute the 
actions was in response to a petition signed 
by nearly all the saloon men of the city, 
complaining that the local druggists were 
selling whisky without proeuring saloon li- 
censes therefor, as required by ordinance. 
City Attorney Tanner has announced his in- 
tention to prosecute the cases to a conclu- 
Sion, unless otherwise officially instructed 
by the City Trustees. The amount for which 
he has been instructed to sue in each in- 
stance is $300, which is the price per year 
charged for a saloon license. The amount 
sued for in each case will be 1 cent less, so 
that there may bé no question as to the Re- 

corder’s jurisdiction. 

e druggists are alleged to have violated 
the general license ordimance. The ordinance 
is Givided into sections, fixing the rates of 
licenses for various occupations. The portion 
applying to.the case in qpestion reads as 
follows: “For every saloon, bar, store or 
peace, but exclusive of hotels and inns hav- 
ng fifty or more guest rooms, where spirit- 
uous, vinous, malt, mixed or other intoxicat- 
ing liquors are sold or given away in quan- 
tities of less than one-half gallon, $300.” 
Hotels of more than fifty guest rooms are 
required to pay $100 per year each. ° 

ALL NIGHT IN A SEWER. 

John F. Madden, a Grand Army man from 
Minneapolis, Minn., had a painful experience 
in this city Tuesday night. He is staying at 
the Witherow Cottage on Ocean avenue. 
About 9 p.m. Tuesday he etarted to walk 
across Ocean avenue in front of that place 
and fell into the sewer trench, which had 
been recently dug. Tho trench was about 
fourteen feet aw F at that point and eighteen 
inches wide. Madden went to the bottom, and 
thinks he must have lain there several hours 
before regaining consciousness. As he grad- 
ually recovered his senses he realized that 
he was suffering from cold. Fortunately he 
had on an overcoat, which, although it some- 
what retarded his efforts to get out of the 
ane made him feel the cold much less 

eenly. He thought he would try to cut holes 
in the sides so as to make steps by which to 
climb up, but he discovered that he had lost 
the big knife which he had usually carried. 
Then he attempted to cut the holes with a 
small knife, but he was so weakened from 
the shock of the fall that he had to: give 
that up. He listened for footsteps, hoping 
that he might summon some one to his as- 
sistance, but nobody came near. Then he 
thought of his revolver. He fired once, and, 
after an anxious wait, again and again till 
all the five cartridges were discharged, but 
nobdy seemed to hear. His position became 
almost unbearable. He felt a sharp pain in 
his back and shoulder. but was so cramped 
in the narrow space that he could not shift 
to a more comfortable position. Unable to 
move about, he felt the cold more and more 
severely. and the night seemed verv long. 
Shortly before 6 o’clock this morning Madden 
heard some boys walking along the street 
near the trench. He called to them and. to 
his intense relief, they responded. With 
their assistance he was able to climb out of 
the strange lodging-place. He is suffering to- 
day from the bruises and strains incident to 
his unhaopy experience, but hopes he may 
recover from them within a few days. The 
trench into which Mr. Madden fell merges 
into tunnels with a few feet either way from 
where he dronped, so it would have been im- 
possible to climb out by moving either way 
along the trench.

Rumors of a New Wharf—San 
Quintin Salt Works to Be Re- 
opened—Coronado Notes, 


SAN DIEGO, Feb. 8.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.} The Santa Fé Company is now at 
work on the problem of increasing its fa- 
cilities at this port for the handling of 
ocean freight. The wharf warehouse was 
found totally inadequate to handle the busi- 
ness brought by one steamer, and it will 
have to be doubled in size to provide stor- 
age. The railroad tracks are not in the 
best of shape, either, in one place actually 
hindering the loading and unloading of car- 
goes. Just how this enlargement will be 
accomplished is a question, as the wharf 
cannot be extended into the stream any 
farther, as it is now on the line allowed 
by law. There is room, however, to the 
westward of the warehouse, which may be 
utilized. 

The barkentine Northwest is now on the 
way from Port Townsend with a cargo of 
piles for the Santa Fé Company, to be used 
in enlarging the wharf. and providing a 
basis for more warehouse and car storage 
room on the wharf. In the mean time, the 
Santa Fé Company has stored a lot of cot- 
ton on the wharf, and away down at Twen- 
ty-second street, where it will have to be 
reloaded into cars and taken to the wharf 
when the steamer arrives. Thus, until the 
enlargments are made, the work of hand- 
ling in and out-bound cargoes is pursued un- 
der a great disadvantage. 

There is some talk of building an en- 
tirely new wharf at Twenty-second street, 
where there is deep water, with plenty of 
room along the front to build tracks and 
warehouses. That is by far the best place 
for the freight business of the new steamship 
line, though the Santa Fé may hesitate

The lease spe- 
cifies that the company shall again put-in 
operation the railroad built there, in or- 
der to transport the raw salt to the port 
of San Quintin, whence it will be shipped 


here. 

Mr. Lewis is to build a refinery here to 
handle salt on a large’ scale, the estimated 
output being 1000 tons per month. he mar- 
ket for this will be China and Japan, where 
prices are said to be very good and the 
demand practically unlimited. Mr. Lewis 
is authority for the statement that several 
thousand dollars will be expended at once

DOUBT AS TO THE DEATH OF J. H. 
BRUNER, 


New Peatiand District to Be Opened. 
Chamber of Commerce Decides 


to Advertise the County’s Re- 
sources, 


SANTA ANA, Feb. 8.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] There is considerable specula- 
tion in this city as to the report that was 
z circulated here a week ago concerning the 

alleged death of J. H. Bruner in Alaska. 
Bruner ownes valuable property in this city, 
and the fact that so far it has been impos- 
sible to ascertain who knows of his death 
leads to the suspicion, at least, that he 
may not be dead at all. Letters of admin- 
istration upon his estate have been asked 
for, but so far have not been granted, and 
when this petition comes before the Su- 
perior Court the evidence of his death will 
then have to be trotted out. Friends of 
Mr. Bruner, who have been very close to 
him in business matters and who now have 
in their keeping valuable property of his, 
have heard nothing of his death except an 
apparently unreliable rumor on the streets, 
and they do not believe he is dead. 

When Bruner left here he told a friend 
that if he never came back some valu- 
able papers would te found in an old safe 
in his building, and with this friend he left 
the combination of the safe. As yet the 
contents of the safe have not been exam- 
ined, but in all probability will be in the 
near future if the man does not turn up 
alive or is not heard from very soon. 

For the past year or more the opening 
of an alley in the rear of the bueiness 
blocks facing on Fourth street, between 
Bush and Main streets, has been hindered 
by legal proceedings instituted by J. H.

A crop of corn and potatoes 
will be planted upon the land this year, 
and pobably next year celery will be grown.

PONY RACE MEET. 


INTERESTING EVENTS CONTESTED 
AT AGRICULTURAL PARK. 


Smell Crowd Attends the Perform- 
ance of Polo Ponies—Last Echo 
of the Horse Show Fades Away 
After the Racing. 


The pony race meetine at Agricul- 
tural Park yesterday afternoon was 
very poorly attended, although there 
were six good events on the programme, 
There were less than four hundred per- 
sons in attendance, and many of these 
were either owners or riders of the 
hérses, or officials of the meeting. The 
meet Was really the last echo of the 
horse show, which closed Monday. 

Polo ponies, which were played in the 
match of the day before, and most of 
which thad been entered at the horse 


show, were the contestants in nearly all | 


of the events. There were scratches 
in every event, so that not more than 
four ponies contested any of the 
races. Viola, the little chestnut mare 
of R. M. Schwarz, won two of the 
events. It was a good day for favorites, 
but the only book at the park being a 
Paris mutual, there was very little bet- 
ting. George Common presided at the 
betting stand, and furnished a_ good 
deal of amusement for the crowd with 
his auctioneering methods of advertis- 
ing his books. 

Although there were only two ponies 
contesting in the mile hurdle race, it 
was the most interesting event of the 
programme. Not on account of the 
closeness of the race was it interesting, 
for Jubilee, the winner, was never in 
the rear, and was sure of the race after 
the first half, but both the ponies took 
the jumps well, and the performance 
was a pretty one. More than half of 
those who witnessed the opening events 
of the day left the park after the hurdle 
a although it was only the third of 
six. 

Nancy Lee won the first race, a 200- 
yard dash, by three lengths, and Coyote 
was five lengths behind Gopher, the 
pony that finished second.
